LOGAN AND CULLOM. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

DaxviLLI, III., Aug. 19.—It was almost 3 
o’clock this morning before I was able to file 
the dispatch announcing the last Logan move. 
The additional particulars are these: Last 
Thursday, at the suggestion of Gov. Cullom, 
Col. D. L. Phillips, Postmaster at Springtield, 
wrote to the Hon. Ethelbert Callahan, of Craw- 
ford County, making him a tender of the Com- 
missionership of the Southern Penitentiary, vice 
Lawrence, to be allowed to resign. Lawrence, 
who is ambitious to be the Democratic candi- 
date for State Treasurer, tendered his resig- 
nation some days ago. Cullom, who is 
desirous of being his own, successor, 
has been seeking a successor to Lawrence 
who could bring him strength enough in the 
Convention, and finally agreed with Phillips 
that Callahan was the best man. Hence the let- 
On Friday, however, Gov. Cullom went to 
Chicago aud met Gen. John A. Logan. When 
Logan was informed of the proposed nomina- 
tion of Callahan he at once put his Senatorial 
veto upon it, telling Cullom that he could doa 
great deal better than that. Tus TrisuNe 
readers will remember that, pending the Seoa- 
torial canvass last January, it was asserted in 
Tus TRIBUNE tha: Gov. Cullom had bypothe- 
cated the Executive appointments aud influ- 
ence to Gen. Logan in consideration of Gen. 
Logan and the Dan Shepard and Long Jones 
machine agreeing to secure Cullom’s re-elec- 
tion. As a part of this trade Logan claimed 
the proposed vacant Commissiouersnip, and 
named Gen. James Martin, of Salem. Gov. 
Cullom returned to Springfield on Saturday. 
Mr. Callahan, in response to Col. Phiilips’ in- 
vitation, went to Springfield. When he called 
on Gov. Cullom, however, be was coldiy re- 
ceived, % much so that be met with hardly 
common politeness. Returning to Col. Phillips, 
Callahau was facetiousiy informed that he had 
been made a victim of the Logan-Culiom Stal- 
wart alliance, and that it was ali the better for 
the 2 Callahan returned home iu au angry 
mood. Yesterday the formal appointment was 
tendered Col. Martin, who is not only a Stal- 
wart but a worthy, honorable man, and will 
make an eflicient Commissioner. While on this 
subject, your correspondent may as well an- 
nounce that John H. Overly, Democratic mem- 
ber of the Railroad Board, and Wiiliam Red- 
dick, Democratic member of the Eastern Asy- 
lum Board, will shortiy tender their resigna- 
tions for the good of the party and the success 
of the Logan-Cullom alliance. Patsy Conners, 
a Democrat in the Chicago Grain Inspection 
Department, Joe D. Merritt, a Democratic clerk 
in the Southern Pebitentiary, and other Demo- 
cratic members of the State Administration, are 
to be kicked out, and Logan and Long Joves 
will get a lew more of their henchmen provided 
for.

OHIO. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Cotumsus, O., Aug. 19.—The Republican 
campaign in Ohio will be formally opened to- 
morrow by Sherman, Schurz, Taft, Foster, Den- 
nison, Gen. Beatty, and many other men of 
prominence in Ohio and national politics. In 
an interview to-night Gen. Robinson, Chairman 
of the Republican Committee, says: We have 
never entered a campaign under circumstances 
more encouraging than the present ove. While 
the State Committee has withheld its speakers 
until pow, the counties have taken control of 
their own affairs for a number of 
weeks, giving unusual attention to the 
work of organizing thoroughly in every 
school district, so that at the present 
time the Republicans are on a better footing 
and better organized than ever before, with a 
feeling of confidence which has of late years 
been lacking.“ The geveral desire of the vari- 


ous county committees, when asking for speak- 


ers, is that the old wheel-horses of the party be 
again called to the front, and men who have had 
the confidence of the partyin its early histor y— 
Gov. Dennison, Gen. Beatty, and others of the 
Stalwart persuasion—are in great demand. At 
Democratic headquarters activity prevails, but 
there seems to be no defined purpose of 
action. The work of organization is 
yet incomplete, especially in the interior of the 


State, and, while the leaders talk of the favora- 


ble outlook, there is but little or no entbusiasm 
visible around the headquarters or among the 
followers of the Democratic machine. In this 


city disaffection exists to a degree which threat- 
ens to swamp the Democratic majority of 2,500, 
and defeat their candidates for county and leg- 
isiative honors. This is the true condition of 
the two parties at the present time. Ihe Dem- 
ocratic Chairman is away from his post, John 
G. Thompson is amusing bimself at Cresson 
Springs, and Ewing is here attempting to rec- 
oncile the Piatt Nationals, but without success.

Cotumsvs, O., Aug. 18.— There can no longer 
be avy doubt that the bard-money Democrats 
have determined to lay Mr. Tuomas Ewing, the 
inflation candidate, on the cooling-board. Jongee 
Thompson, who knows that Ewing’s election is 
bis own political death-knell, is the managing 
man in the comt ination that has already been 
formed and set in operation to defeat Ewing. 
But Thompson is by no means alone. He has 
his coborts in every county in Ohio, and is mus- 
tering them for practice-work. Hard, Ward, 
Thurman, and the other bard-money lights are 
all in the circle, and they propose to carry the 
Legisiatare for Thurman, while they lose the 
State ior Ewing. Jobn Thompson spent a 
week at Ottawa tryimg to rope Gen. Rice 
into the arrangement.

Hence the interview 
between Thompson and him was intensely war- 
like. Frank Hurd, who had been at Mt. Clemens 
sick with *“* rheumatic gout,“ rushed home to 
Toledo, Friday, to bold a conference with Dur- 
bio Ward. Ward said while in Toledo, alter 
this conference, that Ewing would be beaten by 
a large majority. Frank Hurd immediately

„ LOUISIANA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 19.—There is noth- 
ing connected with the payment by persons 
prominent in the Republican party of the ex- 
penses to which the members of the Returning 
Board were subjected by the political prosecu- 
tion in New Orleans that any ove here has at- 
tempted to keep secret, and nothing that com- 
promises any of those whose names have been 
paraded in connection with the matter in the 
vigorous attempt made by the Democratic press 
to present it in the light of a sensation, The 
whole case is simply this: Counsel was emploved 
by the members of the Returning Board at the 
time the criminal ‘suits were instituted against 
them in New Orleans, and the understanding 
then was that the Republicans at the North 
would raise the necessary funds to defray the 
expenses of these suits. This was deemed hon- 
orable and just by these Republicans, who 
looked upon the prosecution of these men, un- 
der the circumstances, as a persecution brought 
upon them for honest acts done under color of 
their office. Payment not having been prompt- 
ly made, the counsel sued and obtained judg- 
ment, when $1,900 of the account was dis- 
charged. Casauave came to Washington a 
short time since, and, while every disposition 
was shown here to assist him as soon as possi- 
ble, he became impatient, and while in this 
mood some of his friends, who evidently de- 
sired to make trouble out of the matter, pre- 
vailed upon him to give them copies of the cor- 
respondence which had passed. As soon as the 
matter could be properly arranged, $1,750 were 
paid bim, and ap agreemeut made by telegraph 
to carry the balance over until the Ist of Janu- 
ary. ith this arrangement Casanave prefessed 
himself entirely satistied, and there the matter 
rests. If there is any ground for criticism in 
this case against Republicans, it lies in the fact 
that an expenditure of this kind was allowed to 
go so long unsettled. ‘The opicion of a 
southern Democrat shows how far short this 
publication bas fallen of creating a sensation 
even among prominent men of the opposition. 
This gentleman said that, in his opinion, it was 
not only entirely right and proper for Republic- 
aus to bay this bill, but, in his opinion, it would 
have been exceedingly unjust, as bad and dis- 
honest as be believed tue members of the Re- 
turning Board to be, to oblige them to pay for 
the legal defense of acts performed under color 
of their office.

Pension Claims—The Silver Question—The

Wasuincron, D. C., Aug. 19.—The Cabinet 


today referred to the Attorney-General for an 


opinion the whole question relating to the ar- 
rears of peusions due inmates of Soldiers’ 
Homes. The managers claim that as the 
law provides supoort at the Homes in 
lieu of the pensions, which go to the 
Homes, the arrears under the recent 
art should go the same way. On the other hand, 
it is claimed that tne Arrears of Pension bill 
was passed subsequent to the law for the sup- 
port of soldiers at the Homes, and that the 
money should go directly to the pensioners. 
Advices from diplomatic representatives and 
special agents in Europe continue to favor the 
opinion that the efforts of this Government to 
bring about a joint reconsideration of America 
and lead ing European Powers of the bi-metallic 
standard question wiil prove successful.

GREAT BRITAIN, 
DR. MOSELY’S DEATU. 

Lonpon, Aug. 19.—Keyarding the accident to 
William O. Mosely, ér., the young physician of 
Boston, whose death, while descending the Mat- 
terhorn, was announced on the 15th inst., a 
Geneva correspondent writes as follows: Dr. 
Mosely bad safely accomplished the ascent of 
the Matterhorn. On returning, and when near 
the cabin which is used as a resting-place, he 
loosened himself from the rope uniting bim to 
his companion. He had hardly done so, when 
he made a faise step, lost his footing, und glidea 
rapidly down the steep ice slope, making frantic 
efforts to stop bimself by grasping at projecting 
rocks. The next moment he disappeared over 
the precipice, falling on the giacier opposi*e the 
riffle between Hoeruli and Saint Theodule Pass, 
where the body lies, completely stripped of its 
clothing dy the rapidity of its descent. The 
body can be distinctly seen from below, lying 
on @ projecting ledge of ice. An expedition for 
the recovery of the body was to start Saturday 
morning.“ 

MINISTER WELSH. 

The Times says: “The Hon. John Welsh, 
United States Minister to England, who leaves 
London to-day, will be generally reggetted, but 
it is satisfactory to feel that his retirement is not 
in any way due to any difficulty arising here or 
in America. The only topic of controversy 
which has arisen during Mr. Welsh’s mission is 
the claim of the United States relative to the 
British North American fisheries. Mr. Welsh 
has brought one phase of the difficulty to a 
critical point by last week depositing a demand 
for $108,000 damage for the Fortune Bay out- 
rage. This ia trivial, thought it is satisfactory 
to observe the bettertone in which such con- 
troversies are treated by both countries.

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpon, Aug. 19.—The Mark Lane Express, 
in its review of the British grain trade for the 
past week, says: A week of warm and sunny 
weather, altbough interrapted by an interval of 
incessant rain on Sunday and Sunday night, bas 
done wonders in maturing the cereals. At the 
same time the previous damage cannot be 
obliterated. An examination of wheat ears 
proves that the plant nas been starved, not only 
in ears, which sre short and meagre, but many 
of them are barren at the base and top. Neither 
wheat nor baricy will be ready to cut much before 
the end of the month. Of barley there will 
probably be a better crop it tine weather con- 
tinues, as, despite the gloomy anticipations, it 
promises by no means badiyin some of the 
southern counties.

but the lateness of the season causes much 


) auxicty. 


The smart advance in wheat of a month ago 
seems to have quite expended its force, as enor- 
mous shipmeuts trom America and very heavy 
arrivals have quite upset the London trade dur- 
ing the past week. The fine weather, also, no 
doubt, had marked éffect in depressing prices. 
It was manifestiy impossible to make headway 
against American shipments, and values con- 
sequently declined a shilling per quarter fur 
red and fully two shillings for white on the 
fortnight. The demand, as usual at this season 
of the year, has been of a merely retali nature. 
Feeding stuffs, nowever, have been active, es- 
pecially maize, which sold freely at rapidly-ad- 
vaneing prices, consequent upon moderate sup- 
plies both in Liverpool and London, and the de- 
plorable condition of English potatoes, for 
which maize will have to be used as a substi- 
tate. 

New mixed American maize has risen 2s per 
quarter on the fortnight, with very little offering. 
Round coro has risen almost equally. Barley, 
oats, beans, and peas have been in good request 
in London and the provinces at 6d to ls per 
quarter advance on the fortnight.

THE N ASSASSINATION.

Boston, Aug. 19.—Since the discovery of the 
murder of Joseph Frye in his house on Joy 
street Friday, detectives have been at work 
night and day, and their efforts are now re- 
warded with the arrests of the principals, who 
have made full confessions. There was very 
little for the officers to work on. Until the re- 
Turn of the family Saturday it was not known 
- gnythieg bad been stolen, and, up to that time, 
their efforts. were to find the persons who were 
in the house on the fatal night playing billiards 
and the piano. The suicide theory was abandon- 
ed the first dav, and, when it became apparent 
that robbery was the motive, Detective Wood, 
who bas lately done some very excellent work, 
turned his attention to Italians, with whom 
Frye had a large acquaintance, and confined bis 
efforts to that direction. He personally exam- 
ined a number, including one of the principals,

A MEAN BURGLARY.

Nzgw Tonk. Aug. 19.—The Rev. Dr. Mancius 
S. Hutton, a well-known clergyman, a member 
of the Society of the Cincinnati, and recently 
retired from the Old Dutch Reformed Church iu 
Washington Square on a pension of $5,000 a 
year, bas for thirty years lived at No. 47 East 
Ninth street. A month ago Dr. Hutton, who is 
nearing four-seore, went on his usual summer 
jaunt with bis wife, leaving the house in care of 
his old sexton, Thomas Barton. Monday even- 
ing Mr. Barton went through the house, and 
found everything inorder. He leftit properly 
secured. Shbortiy before 9 o’clock this morning 
Mr. Barton again visited the house. Walking 
toward the rear parlor he was surprised at see- 
ing on the stairs the cover of a muff-box. The 
closet doors stood open, and the 
floor was littered with all sorts 
of household treasures. Entering the back 
parlor his suspicions of burglars were confirmed, 
for a solid mahogany buffet had been stripped 
of the silverware, and the closet underneath it 
pried open, and plated ware that had been broken 
to test he metal was strewn over the floor. Mr. 
Barton immediately sent for the police, and the 
officers set to work to investigate. All agreed 
that they had never seen thieves do more 
disgraceful work. The house was literally strip- 
ped from cellar to garret, and in their search for 
valuables the burglars destroyed furniture 
whenever locks thwarted them, and threw un- 
‘portable valuables everywhere in seeking for 
articles that would pay forstealing. Dr. Huttou’s 
house was very quaint. It contained the treasures 
and gitte of a lifetime, and was a rare home 
for bimself, wife, ana three sons, one a clergy- 
maa, one a doctor, aud one a Professor in Co- 
lumbia College. The treasures the burglars 
took pains to mutilate and destroy they did not 
care for, and these cannot be replaced. The 
Doctor's documents and papers were thrown 
iu a heap upon his library floor, and his 
escritoire torn to pieces, in hope of 
finding securities. The remnants of a meal, 
strewn over the library floor, indicated that the 
burglars bad taken things easy, and spent the 
night at their job. No ciew is yet in the police’s 
possession. Ibe stolen “silverware, amounting 
to some $200, will be closely watched for. The 
total money loss to the veveravie pastor is prob- 
ably $4,000. 


A RIOT SUPPRESSED. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10.—A Eureka, Nev., 
dispatch says a portion of a Sheriff’s posse has 
just returned from the scene of the Fish Creek 
fight. They corroborate the statement bitherto 
telegraphed that the coal-burners opened the 
fight by firing the first shot. Not balt of the 
burners were armed. After the first volley 
from the officers the rioters fled ovrecipitately. 
Three of them were killed outright, and two so 
badly wounded that they expired after a few 
hours. Fourteen’ prisoners were taken, 
bat only three were brought do 
town, as the rest were found to 
be unarmed. Deputy Sheriff Simpson was in 
the act of serving @ warrant on one of the ring- 
leaders when the conflict began. ‘The officers 
claim that they were in a close place, and were 
compelled to fight or be killed. Ihere was no 
chance for retreat. The rioters were met on 
the road three-quarters of a mile from any coal 
camp. The officers do not believe that there 
were any wounded. There isa deep feeling 
among the Italian residents of Eurcka and the 
surrounding country, but it is not believed by 
the cooler heads that there will be auy further 
bloodshed. 


WORK OF BANDITTI. 

CueTopa, Kan., Aug. 19.—The detail of eight 
soldiers which left Vinita, I. T., in search of 
Capt. Secrest, the mail contractor who bas been 
missing three weeks, found the body with a 
large bullet-wound in the head, and nearly 
eaten up by wolves, some 180 miles south- 
west of Vinita and thirty miles from the 
stage-route. While. there the soldiers 
were told there was a gang of 
fifty desperadoes in the hills of the neighbor- 
hood, who sent the soldiers word if they wanted 
tosee them to come on. If this gang is so 
large as reported, and there is good reason to 
believe it is, the border towns of Kansas along 
the southern live are in danger of freqent raids 
from them, and some protection ougbt to be 
afforded by the State or United States 
authorities. Ove of the towns, Careyville, has 
already been successfully pillaged by them, and 
nothing is done to capture and prevent them 
they will try their bands on other and larger 
towns. The soldiers found no trace of the other 
three men who accompanied Secrest, and the 
supposition is they were also murdered.

THE RAILROADS. 


The Latest Cut on Passenger 
Rates from Kansas City. 


Commissioner Fink Anxious to 
Put an End to the War. 


Iowa Railroad Matters--Miscel- 
laneous Items of News. 


St. Louis Excited Over the Beginning 
of a Passenger War. 


THE COMMISSION SYSTEM. 

Commissioner Fink sent a dispatch yesterday 
to Mr. J. W. Midgley, Commissioner of the 
Southwestern roads from this city, asking him 
whether he could not possibly arrange for a 
meeting of the General Ticket and Passenger 
Agents of the various roads to make arrange- 
ments for a better maintenance of the east- 
bound passenger rates from Western points, 
— to abolish the commission system if pos- 
sible. 

About @ month ago, when the passenger 
rates from Kansas City to Eastern points bad 
ail gone to pieces, Tux TRIBUNE said it would 
be useless to make any pew agreements 
for the maintenance of east-bound vassenger 
rates unless the obnoxious commission 


system was abolished. But Commissioner Fink 
and the “High Joints’ thougat they knew bet- 
ter, and the rates were restored without inter- 
fering with the ymeot of commissions by the 
various roads. To make the last agreement 
bud a meeting of the General Ticket and 
Passenger Agents was held in this city at the 
suggestion of Mr. Fink, and the action of the 
High Joints” solemnly confirmed. But less 
than a month has passed, and the passenger- 
rates from Kansas City are again being cut as 
bad as ever. The agreed rate to New York 
from Kansas City is $24.75, but gradually it 
has gone down until now tickets are 
again sold at a reduction of 65 via the 
St. Louis lines. The St. Louis roads are enabled 
to do this by knocking off the $5 commission 
allowed by the Eastern lines without violating 
the regular agreement, which provides that no 
cut from tariff rates shall be made east of the 
Mississippi River. The Chicago roads cannot 
meet the rate made via St. Louis, as the East- 
ern roads allow but $3 commission from Chi- 
cago, which gives the St. Louis roads an ad- 
vantage of $2. The St. Louis AMepudblican has 
— following in regard to the present complica- 
ons: 


The cut in the tariff rates east, made by the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern Road on Friday, 
was ail the talk among railroad men yesterday. 
What will be the outcome of it all is one of the 
mystertie of the future. Mr. Lord went off to 
Kansas City, and, after looking about and seeing 
how shiftiessiy the high-tariff stage was moving 
about. gave a crack of the whip and administered 
some festering blows to the animal, fairly olister- 
ing the hide. He found that the scalpers bad 
started in the first of the week cutting down rates 
eastward $1 and $2 on tickets over the Hannibal 
& St. Joe and the Chicago & Alton lines. The 
agreed rate to New York from Kansas City has 
been $24.75. It went on growing worse und 
worse, until the above-named two roads got to 
Lidding with the scalpers, until there was notbing 
forthe K. C. & N. to do but to strike a heavy 
blow. They cut down the rates $5. They made 
this rate, the passenger getting the reduction in- 
etead of the scaiper. Thereupon the K. C. & N. 
commenced selling to all eastward points at 
reduced rates, the fare to New York 
under their schedule veing $19.75, mak- 
ing the through rate $5 less, as stated. 
The Chicago roads cant meet this rate. 
ihe reason assigned is, they can't do it and 
have anything left, and herein the K. C. & N. 
has the advantage. as it bas $3 commission to go 
in excess of the Chicago lines; that is, they can't 
make it above the ‘‘aroitrary " at Chicago, which 
ie $20. To meet the cut, the lines to Chicago 
would be 25 cents out on passengers from Kansas 
City. This result bears on the Hannibal & St. 
Joe, the Chicago & Alton, aod the Chieago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, Which are aliin the same boat 
in that respect. The question may be asked, How 
can the St. L., K. C. & N. Railroad live and wax 
faton this fearful em. when they sell tickets from 
Kansas City at $19.75, when the arbitrary at 
St. Louis over the Eastern roads, which they 
have to refund, is $24.75? That, of course, is 
their own business; but it must be remembered 
that the K. C. & N. simply lose the commission on 
eastward tickets, $5, and carries the passenger on 
its road for nothing, or the very next thing to it. 
The effect will be te bring all the business via St. 
Louis. 

Mr. Fowler. of the Missouri Pacific, when con- 
suited. says he is oppessd to this last cut. and his 
road will not enter tytoit. His road is tenacious 
on that point. They don’t see the point of carry- 
ing passengers for nothing,—don't be ieve in the 
50-cent policy, though that road admits it is witn 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern in sticking 
to the 50-cent tariff from Kansas City to St. Louis. 
This was to freeze out the common enemy. 

Regarding this last Kansas City cut, a prominent 
railroad broker gossiped as follows: The St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern has taken a bold 
step. The tickets at the cut rates are sold out of 
their Own offices at Kansas City, while the Union 
Depot charges full tariff rates. It is simply ‘dog 
eat dog. Lord is fighting Cuicago and the roads in 
Chicago's interests. Doa’t see how the Missouri 
Pacific can keep out of it. It is like a shoemaker 
refusing to make shoes. One of the railroad 
broker's Offices in St. Louis, the broker having an 
office also in Kansas City, has just re- 
cerved cut tickew from Kansas City. He 
got them down by express. Of course 
toere is a Kansas City fare lost on every one of 
them. He, toe broker, bas made a rate of $21 
over any road to New York, $22 to Boston, and $20 
to Pulladelphis. The arbitrary or agent rate to 
those places is $24.25 to New York, 525. 25 to 
Boston, and 22.75 to Philadelphia. So it will be 
seen what the profitis to tue broker. He makes 
from a dollar to a dollar and a half on each ticket, 
There is no cut going on trom here, Everything 
is solid asarock, But it isn’t likely ticket agents 
will allow tbis to go on without cutting the rates. 
The other brokers in the city will get supplies of 
the newly-cut tickets at once. Had rather wait 
and see a broker here, as there is a certain amount 
of risk involved in holding these ticket, as there is 
a limit as to the time—about three days. Saw 
one limited to four days, which gives pienty of 
time to send it (the ticket) down from Kansas City 
anitoseliithere. This last cutis a deadly one. 
Everything appeared to be a peace until Lord slung 
bis caster into the ring. As it is, the Eastern roads 
get their full rate, less the commission, as before 
the cut. Mr. Lord does not violate any agree- 
ment. He is doing what he is entitled to,” 


What Commissioner Fink wants the General 
Ticket and Passenger Agents to meet for again 
to settle these complications is beyond compre- 
bension. The General Ticket and Passenger 
Agents are entirely powerless in the matter, 
and all that they could do they bave done at 
their last meeting a few weeks ago. If Com- 
missioner Fink and the trunk lines were anxious 
to settle this matter, they could do it in five 
minutes. They are the ones that pay and en- 
courage the payment of commissions, and 
al) that is oecessary for them to do 
is to resolve that they won't do it any 
more. If no more commissions are paid 
by the Eastern roads it will be an easy matter 
to maintain ecast-bound passenger rates, vro- 
vided the trunk lines mean to bold the West- 
ero roads to their agreements, 


THE COMMISSIONERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 19.—The Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners met to-day to 
consider complaints against railroad companies. 
The case of E. R. Knowlton agaiust the Mich- 
igan Central, for unjust discrimination at 
Joliet, was considered. Knowlton ciaims that 
competitors are allowed rebates which be does 
not receive, and the amount involved is about 
$40,000. His reply to the answer of the Com- 
pany was read and ordered sept to the Com- 
pany for its rejoinder. When that is received 
the Board will act. . 

A communication was received from the In- 
dianapolis & Si. Louis Railroad acquiescing in 
the decision of the Board in the case of Ever- 
holt Bros., of Pana, for extortion, and agreeing 
to settie, as required, on the basis of the Com- 
missioners’ schedules of rates. Lhe amount 
involved was about $300. 

The complaint of Holcomb & Co., of Pekin, 
against the indianapolis, Bloomington & West- 
ern was considered, and the orelimivary steos 
taken approved. The complaint has been for- 
warded to the Company for its answer. 

A communication was received from Hodges 
Bros., of Carrollton, asking if the Chicago & 
Alton bad a legal right to charge more for 
freight trom Chicago to Carrollton than from 
Obicago to Alton, the latter being a longer baul 
by three miles. The firm was requested to 
make its complaint in proper form. 

Justus Stevens & Son, of Priuceton, ask the 
Board to give them the legal rates of stock 
freight on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
from Walnut to the Chicago Stock-Yards, and 
on the Chicago, Rock isiand & Pacific from 
Pond Creek to the Stock-Yards. They alse 
wauted to known how to proceed in cases of ex- 
tortion. They were also asked t6 make their 
complaint in proper shape. Adjourned.

Dzs Mornes, Ia, Aug. 18.—The Chicago & 
Northwestern, since its advent into this city, 
has evinced its progressive and liberal policy by 
reducing rates from this city to all stations on 
its line 15 to 20 percent. It also gives notice 
that it will do all business as low as by any 
other line. It bas also made a new departure, 


—the first instance recorded in Iowa, —and will 
give excursion rates to Chicago for the Expo- 
sition from all stations on its lire. 

Manager Merrill has definitely proposed to 
extend the Racine & Southwestern brauch of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul from Cedar 
Rapids to Ottumwa,if the people will give 
$250,000. He agrees to have the cars running 
before Dec. 31, 1880, and to purchase and pay 
for the old roadbed from Ottamwa to Sigour- 
ney, which will cost about $40,000. This is cer- 
tainly avery liberal offer, as it will secure a 
connection with the vast combinations 
of this mammoth- corporation, and 
also with Milwaukee as a competing 
market against Chicago. This project is in com- 

tition with that of the proposed exteasion 

om Marion via Marshalltown to this city, 
which bas come up since the former proposal 
was made. This is really a better point for that 
road than Ottumwa, and, as Mr. Merrill’s prin- 
cipal object in reaching Sigourney is to get to 
the Iowa coal-fields, he will attain it In this 
county, where exist unlimited beds of the finest 
coai to be found in the State. He will make a 
proposal for this route, which will be.accepted 
at once. The route is easy to build, and will re- 
quire but two bridges. 

There is good prospect that the Central of 
Iowa will goon bave a southern terminus of 
its own at Ottumwa. Nowit endsat Much- 
akinock, twenty miles north on the Keokuk & 
Des Moines Division of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific. It runs over thistrack by 
lease to Ottumwa. Really the road begins and 
eods nowbere, Under the new management of 
Mr. Pickering, effort is being made to complete 
the road, and he proposes to build and equip it 
if the people will vote atax sufficient to aid 
the work, aud will doit this year. The people 
accept the proposition.

FREIGHT FOR FAIRS. 

Mr. Horace Tucker, General Freignt Agent 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, has just issued

Freight for exhibition will be billed from start- 
ing point on our line to the station where it leaves 
our line. or where the fair is neld, prepaid at regu- 
lar tariff rates. Upon its return under the same 
ownership, and certified to by the Secretary of tne 
fair that it has been on exhibition, it will be re- 
turned to the point on our line where it originaliy 
started from free. The limit to the State Fair, to 
be held at 8 1 Sept. 29 to Oct. 4, inciusive, 
will be our line in Illinois, 

The limit for county fairs in Illinois and Towa, if 
held at a station on this line, will be the county in 
which the fair 1s held and a county each side. 

Ifa district fair, made up by agreement of sev- 
eral counties, and hel | at a station on this line. it 
will inciude the counties througa which this line 
passes composing the district the fair is made up 
of, and oue county each side of such district. 

District or county fairs not held at stations on 
this line will be limited to such districts or county, 
and will not be allowed the —— on each side.

CLEVELAND. 
ABpecial Dicnatca to The Triduna. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 19.—In accordance with 
the action taken at the meeting of the General 
Freight Agents, beid iu this city a month ago, 
tne second meeting was held here to-day, the 
object being the abandonment of the ber- 
centage basis from small interior points, 
and giving them the rates of larger 
points west ofthem. The report of the Com- 
mittee which met at Niagara Falls two weeks 
ago was read, but not adopted, and the basis 
remains the same as before. It is understood 
that the reason no action was taken was owing 
to the fact that neither the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company nor the Pitisbure, Cincin- 
nati & St. Louis Roads were fully 
represented. A Committee of the 
Detroit Board of Trade was expected to protest 
against the advance from 754¢ to 8144 per cent 
in rates from that city, which was adopted at 
the meeting held in New York in June last, but 
the Committee did not put in an appearance.

One of Them Sweeps Furiously 
Along the Atlantic Coast. 


Great Havoc Reported Among the 
Shipping in Port. 


Pears of Still More Serious Disasters 
on the Ocean. 


Broosm, Mass., Aus. 19.—Considerable dam- 
age was done by the storm last nicht along the 
New Kugland coast. The yachting fleet at 
South Boston was badly used. At Portland, 
Me., several yachts and schooners were sunk. 
Other towns along the coast report a long list 
of disasters to local craft and property. 

New York, Adg. 19.—The storm which 
yesterday morning was central bear Cape Hat- 
teras bas moved in a northerly path, developing 
greatly in evergy, and is now central near East- 
port, Me, Heavy rain bas tallen in New Eu- 
gland and the Middle Atlantic States. 

Newburyport, Mass., expertenced a storm 
this morning, and it was the severest in ten 
years. The wind biew a burricane, wrecking 
four yachts, badly wrenching steamers and 
schooners in the harbor, and scattering about 
twenty small boats. The fruit trees were 
stripped, and tents on the beach were leveled or 
blown into the sea. 

At Newport, between twenty and thirty sail- 
boats are suok or damaged. The Wanderer and 
Murrill, of the New York yacht squadron, part- 
ed chains and went ashore. Three yachts have 
sunk at the wharf, while others dragged anchors, 
fouled, and were damaged. 

The crew of a schooner ashore at Cape May 
deserted the vessel in the evening. Their boat 
was capsized, and the men wasbed ashore in an 
exhausted condition, The Captain remained 
on board, and the life-saving crew got a line 
out and remained on duty all nicht. 

The velocity of the wind at Cape May was 
sixty-foar miles. Total rainfall, 8 46-100 inches. 

The crew of a schooner asbore at Atlantic 
City were taken from the rigging at 8 this 
morning by a life-saving crew. The vessel will 
be a total loss. 

Norfolk, Va., had the severest rain-storm and 
tornado ever experienced. Many buildings are 
unroofed and flooded, trees uprooted, and ship- 
ping damaged. Many vessele are dragging 
anchor. The Boston Steamship Company’s 
warebouses have been severely damaged. The 
wharves all along the river front have been 
flooded, and many of the warehouses flooded. 
The tide was higher than ever kogwn, and 
the vicinity of Water street was only 
accessible dy boats, the sight being 
unexampied even to the “oldest m- 
habitant.”” The bandsome spire of the Free- 
man Street Baptist Church was biown 

down; the slating of Christ Episcopal Church 
and the cornice and steeple ornaments of St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church were torn off, whilst 
the beautiful grounds of old St. Paul's are badly 
wrecked. Great anxiety prevailed during the 
prevalence of the storm, and the Mayor ordered 
out the entire police force and Fire Department, 
The loss is estimated from $200,000 to $300,000. 

The damage to growing crops in counties ad- 
jacent to Petersburg, Va., is very great. In 
Surrey County alone the damage to corn is esti- 
mated at 50 per cent. “ 

The Ocean Grove camp-grounds, below Long 
Branch, suffered severely. 

At Gloucester, Mass., several vessels dragged 
asbore last night. 

At other points on the New England coast ves- 
seis were beached, but thus far no loss of life is 
reported. 

Norroik, Aug. 19.—The gale at Cape Henry 
was terrific, blowing out some of the glasses of 
the lighthouse, the first case of the kind on 
record. The damage to coasting-vessels is very 
heavy, also to crops along the coast. 

Fortress Monrzoz, Aug. 19.—A tornado 
raged here yesterday, and the rainfall from 7 
a. m. until 2 p. m. wus five inches. Shade-trees 
in and about the fort went down by hundreds. 

New York, Aug. 19.—Thestorm at Morehead 
City, N. C., was the most violent which ever 
visited that place. At6 a. m. it blew a hurri- 
cane from the southeast, and at midday hauied 
to the southwest, achange which saved Beau- 
fort and Morehead from entire destruction. 

The Atlantic House, the largest hotel in that 
partof the country, is entirely demolished, not 
a vestige being lett. There were 150 cuests in 
it, and there was nota particle of clothing 
saved by any of them. The people did not begin 
to leave until the waves were literally break- 
ing the hotel to pieces,—then there was a 
stampede. The young men saved all the 
ladies and children at the danger of their 
own lives. All e, furniture, etc., 
went to destruction. John Hughes, son of 
Maj. Hughes, of Newbern, lost his life in the 
wreck of the Atlantic House. The front street 
of Beaufort is strewo with lumber, trunks, and 
goods, — * he ple. | some barefooted, 
are tryin n property.

He Is Found Guilty of Shipping 
Lumber as Salt over the 
Burlington Railroad. 


The Railway Officials Exon- 
erated from All Com- 
plicity. 


A meeting of the Committee of the Lumber- 
men’s Exchange to inquire into the charges of 
yncommercial conduct against one of their num- 
ber, Mr. S. R. Howell, was held at the rooms of 
the Exchange on Water street yesterday, be- 

ing at 10 o’clock a. m., and closing shortly 

6o’clock p. m. Mr. Thaddeus Dean, be- 
ing aman of judicial gravity, was selected as 
Cbairinan of the Committee, while Mr. A. G. 
van Sebaick, the President of the Exchange, 
performed the duties of State’s Attorney, or 
prosecutor. Mr. Howell was repreeented by 
Mr. 8. K. Dow, and the interests of the Rail- 
road Company were looked after by Mr. Herrick. 
Thus equipped the Committee proceeded to in- 
vestigate the following formal charge and speci- 
fications preferred with military exactness: 

(Committing acts contrarv to the spirit which 
should govern commercial transactions. 

Specification 1. In this that the said 8. R. How- 
eli. of the firm;of S. R. Howell & Co., did, de- 
qween the 14th day of May, 1879. and the 12th 
day of July following, ship or cause to be shipped 
over the Chicago. Burlington & Quimcy Railroad a 
jarge quantijy of lumber, to wit, 167 cars, more 
or jess, and billed the said cars as being loaded 

salt, cement, or stucco, intending thereby to 
defraud the said Burlington & Quincy Railroad

Darlington & Quincy Railroad; and, further, that 
be. the said S. R. Howell, without the knowledge, 
consent. or permission of the said Wheeler & Put- 
nam to print or use in any manner whatever such 
final tickets or copies thereof, did write or canse to 
be written on said described final tickets, over the 
inted names of said Wheeler & Putnam, certain 
ctitious and imaginary amounts of salt. cement, 
or stucco, knowing the same to be fictitious and 
imaginary, and that be did. place, or cause 
to de placed. said fictitious and false final 
tickets on a large number of cars load- 
ed by or for bim with lumber in the 
lumber-yard of Merers. 8. R. Howell & Co., in this 
city. and that he did sbip said cars loaded with 
lumber as herein “escribed over the Chicago, Burl- 
ington & Quincy B :lgpad Company to the lumber- 
ra of Messers. R. Howell & Co. at Atchison, 
.. between the 14th day of May, 1879, and 
we Lin day of July following, having said de- 
scrioed fina! tickets representing over the printed 
name of said Wheeler & Putnam said cars as being 
loaded with salt. cement, or stucco, intending 
thereby under cover of said final tickets that the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Raiiroad Company 
should freigut said lumber at the rate charged by 
them for carrying salt, cement. or stucco. thereby 
intending to gain large sums of money in an 
illegitimate manner and doing a great injustice to 
said Wheeler & Putnam, —ali of said acts being con- 
trary to the spirit which should govern commercial 


transactions.

AFTER THE READING 
of these charges, which appear to be specific 
enough, the Committee proceeded at once to ex- 
amine the witnesses present as to their knowl- 
edge of the circumstances and facts alleged. 
Ezra I. Wheeler, of Wheeler & Co., was the 
first witoess sworn: My firm is dealing in salt, 
and we ship salt in cars over the C., B. & G. 
Railroad; the habit is to place tickets on the 
cars stating from whom and to whom the salt 
was shipped; Howell obtained some of these 
salt tickets, and stated that he had had dupli- 
cates printed; one of these tickets has been ob- 
tained from the bookkeeper, whom he informed 
that be liked the form for lumber, and he 
wanted to get one fora form; from this he 


printed the other tickets. 
An affidavit of the bookkeeper was produced 


and read to the Association narrating the facts 


above stated. 

Mr. E. B. Ripley, General Freicht Agent of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company, was sworn, and stated that S. R. 
Howell & Co. had shipped 167 cars as salt, ce- 
meot, and stucco, which really contained lum- 
ber; this reduced the rate of freight to $12 
from $42 per car and upwards; four persons 
convected with the road were allowed to con- 
tract for shipping cars; bad never authorized 
the defendant to ship these cars in this manner, 
and he had never heard Howel: claim that he 
(Ripley) knew anything of it, though he be- 
lieved be claimed that there was one who did 
know of it; Moore, the Special Agent, had first 
Informed witness of these fraudulent ship- 
meuts; the discovery had been made at Atch- 
ison ; did not claim to witness that he was act- 
ing under a contract with him, but that he bad 
contract with the Company by some of its 
agents. 

By Mr. Drow—Had promised the defendant 
“protection” if he would open a lumber-yard 
at Atchison; the term protection“ was rather 
indefinite, but meant that the Railroad Com- 
pany would enable him to compete with his 
neighbors; agreed to make a reduction of 15 
per cent on shipments, but did not agree to 
make a reduction of 10 per cent; furnished him 
with cars at $25 per car; did not recollect of 
Mr. Howell demanding 300 cars some time in 
December; remembered that Howell claimed 
that he was entitled to 300 cars all along. 

In answer toa question by a member of the 

Mr. Dow stated that Mr. Howell’s 
defense was that the Railroad Company bad 
agreed to furnish him 300 cars, and that they 
bad not done it; that the Company was ju- 
debted to him in the sum of at least $5,000 for 
failing to carry out its contract and promises to 
him. He shipped the lumber as salt merely to 
get even with the Company, and not for the 
8 defrauding it. The witness stated 

that he knew nothing of the shipment 

of this lumber as salt. A number of cars had 
been detected at the Twelftb-street crossing in 
May. This had not come to bis knowledge until 
subsequently; could not say why it was that 
Bone of these cars were reported to 
bim at¢the time of the first” dis- 
covery; under the present system of shipments 
da his road it was possibile to load up cars with 
„ bill them as salt, and ship them 
Without detection. Had this shipment 
remained undiscovered, the railroad company

If you will allow me, 1 will go back and ex- 
plain why it was not policy for me to get solid 
with Mr. Ripley in this case. About May 51 
went to Mr. Cross and asked him for the rate of 
lime to Atchison. He gave me the rate as five 
cents a hundred. 1 said: “Mr. Cross, 1 want 
to putin a stock of lime; can I do so at that 
rate?” He said. That's the rate.” I went 
over on the North Side to buy lime to 
ship West. was informed that the 
Rock island Road had ‘changed their rates 
from five to ten cents. I went back to Cross 
about it. His reviy to me was that the rate 
was five cents. Not being satisfied. I went to 
the general office, and found the rate ten cents. 
I went back to Mr. Cross and asked him to 
notify Chicago Station that the contract to 
Atchison for lime was five cents, and he did so; 
but they would not bill it at any less rate than 
ten cents. Then when I told Cross about it, he 
said if I had taken his rate and said nothing 
about it, 

I WOULD HAVE BEEN ALL RIGHT. 

The witness said further: I had some reason 
to believe that the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad 
knew something of this arrangement, because 
the contract was carried out. 

In shipping this lumber as salt, what was your 
motive? 

My motive was protection,—to get what the 
railroad compavy owed me bv not carrving out 
their contract. ‘The cards were put on the cars 
so as to deceive the emoloyes here;,there was 
ud secrecy at all about it between Mr. Cross and. 
myself; 1 talked to bim a good deal about it. 
When this matter was first suggested I asked 
Cross what would be the result if the cars were 


‘caught and reported; he said they would be 


filled up as lumber, so I saw no serious risk to. 
run in it. Cross told me ouce 1 bad better let 
up. and I said it was going all smooth, and 1 
didn’t see why | should stop then. About July 
17 I learned that this had been discovered, and 
I went out to Riverside to see Mr. Cross; my 
bookkeever went with me; I told him about 
this trouble, and he told me not to say anything 
about it, and we would try to fix it up; he 
wanted to know why I had not stopped long 
ago, and I told him I wished I had. I have eu- 
deavored, as hard as possibie, to cover up this 
transaction. 

Why did you want to prevent an investiga- 
tion! 

For the reason that my relations with the 
Burlington Road have been such that I didn’t 
want them to know it, and I didn’t want to say 
anvthing against Mr. Cross. My claim against 
the road is $5,209.04 up to July 14; that is the 
difference between the number of cars fur- 
nisbed at $25, and the number of cars prom- 
ised; thev had promised me twenty-five cars a 
dav for twelve dars. 

In answer to Mr. Herrick’s questions on be- 
half of the railroad company, the defendant 
testified as follows: Did not tell Mr. Cross how 
many carsI was going t6 ship, and did not 
talk to bim much about it; calculatea to stop 
when I got even with the railroad company: 
Cross told me to stop shipping cars in this way 
long before I did stop, but in spite of this warn- 
ing I had continued to ship; bad made everv 
effort to cover this thing up for Mr. Cross’ 
sake; there was nothing said as to the quantity 
of the shipments to be made in this war. 

Was not this taking a good deal of risk on 
the part of Mr. Cross for the purpose of accom- 
modating you? 

I do not know about that; Mr. Cross allowed 


it. 

I had a conversation with Mr. Ripley about 
this matter when it first came out, and 1 in- 
formed nim that these shipments had been made 
without his knowledge; I attempted to cover 
the matter up, and gave Mr. Wneeler to under- 
stand that 

I WAS THE GUILTY PARTY: 
did not attempt to cover it up with Mr. Cross; 
from experience I knew that railroads did favors 
occasionally for parties which are not granted to 
the public. 
WILLIAM HOWELL WAS SWORN, 
and testified that he was a brother of S. R. 


Howell: was doing business at Marysville, Mo. 
While in Chicago last spring he bed ridden down 
town and met Mr. Cross; after greetings had 
been exchanged, Cross asked how the cement 
business was, to which his brother had replied 
that it was all rigut. 

George Howell, another brother of 8. R. 
Howell, said while in Chicago, on June 10, 
he had ridden to the general office with 8. R. 
Howell and Mr. Croas; Cross asked his brother 
how he was getting on with his shipments of 
salt; his brother had said all richt.“ and 
Cross theucht he had better let up; Howell had 
said that everything was going on well, and he 
didn’t see any reason to let up; when they bad 
arrived at the general oilice. Cross went in and 
saw Smith in Ripley’s absence. Cross came 
out and said Smith said that, in Ripley’s 
absence, vo treight should be put down in Lin- 
colin at less than 25 cents a bundred; S. R. 
Howell had replied that Cross knew that he 
could get better rates than that: Cross said 
that he could only do it by shipping as salt; 
that be could not do it etraight. 

H. M. Jewett, of Atchison, stated that he was 
present when an agreement was made between 
S. Re Howell and Mr. Ripley concerning a re- 
bate on freight to Atchison; howell stated that 
he was about to go to Atchison, and he wanted 
to know what the Railroad Company would do 
for them; Riviey said 10 per cent; Howell said 
that was not enough; that he wanted 20 per 
cent; finally Ripley agreed to aliow 15 per cent; 
had charge of the lumber shipped as salt, and 
there had been no attempt to conceal the fact 
when it was taken out of the cars at Atchison; 
the local sgent had told him he knew it was 
lumber, but that it was none of his business; 
the cars were detected by being weighed bya 
new man on the road, who found them remark- 
ably heavy; this lead to an investigation of the 
cars and telegraphing between there and the 
main office; thought then this was a legitimate 
transaction, and believed so now; Howell had 
stated freely and openly at Atchison 
that Cross knew about it; some 
of the cars were billed to I. M. Howell & Co., 
and others were billed to H. N. Jewett, agent; 
could not say why the cars were sbipped in this 
manner; not a nickel was paid to any railroad 
employe to wink at this transaction at Atchison. 

Mr. C. W. Smith, of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad, was sworn: Never made 
Mr. Howell avy promises if he went to Atchi- 
son, and never exvressed any desire to him that 
be should go there; three or four days since Mr. 
Howell nad called on him and taiked about 
these shipments; never had any arrangement 
with any one or heard of anv arrangement be- 
ing made whereby these shipments were being 
made. 

PATRICKJ. FALVEY, AN EMPLOYE 
on the Chicago? Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
had found some cars billed salt containing lum- 
ber; had reported the fact to the agent, and the 
cars were billed up to lumber: Mr. Moore, the 
agent, said he did not know howto keeo up 
with that Howell, he was up to all sorts of 


tricks. 

I. N. Howell sworn: About June 1 had in- 
formation that 8. R. Howell was billing lumber 
as salt; had cautioned him against it, but he 
bad said he wanted to get even with the Rail- 
road Company because they had not come up to 
their contract: be said he bad consuited Mr. 
Cross about it, and they had adopted this plan. 

W. P. Moore sworn: Aman employe of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Compa- 
ny; Falvey bad reported to me that Howell was 
trying to ship lumber as salt, and 1 told him to 
look out for it: bad made no report of the cir- 
cumstance to the bead office; during the last 
three years had seen false entries on lumber- 
cars; nobody had paid him anything or spoken 
to him about it; have been there for three or 
four years, and Howell was always up to all 
sorts of tricks. 

Cross was recalled, and pronounced the whole 
Howell family liars. He pointed bis long finger 
at the younger Howell, who testified to the con- 
versation in the buggy, and pronounced everv 
word he said alie. He said, furthermore, that 
he haf never seen any member of the Howell 
family until on this occasion. 

After the testimony was all taken the Di- 
rectors took action thereon, and unanimously 
found Mr. 8. R. Howell guilty of the specifica- 
tions and charge as it bas been brought before 
them. and a called a special meeting uf the Ex- 
change to be held next Tuesday at 9:30 o’clock 
to take action thereon. 

* „ Committee adopted the following resolu- 

n: 

Wauereas, This Board has heard evidence in the 
examination of the charge and specifications 
against S. R. Howell; therefore, be it 

Resolved. That we believe from the evidence 
that tbe officers of the Chicago, Burtington & 
Quincy Railroad were not guiity of any complicity 
in the said irregular and frauduient shipments. 


The Committee then adjourned.

Three Chiefs as Witnesses in the 


United States Court for 
Daxota. i 


Young-Man-A/raid-of-His-Horses, Con- 
quering-Bear, and Woman's 
Dress 


Interviews with Them---All in Favor of Peace 
with the Whites---Their Interpreter. 


Spectal Correspondence ef The Tribune. 

Rarrp Crrr. D. T., Aug. 15.—The United 
States Court for this district is now in session 
here, and the most important criminal busiwess 
before it is the trial of certain white men for 
stealing Indian horses from Pine Ridge Agency. 
Some convictions have already been reached, 
and more are expected. Those Indians have, 
for the last year or more, been the victims of a 
confederation of white horse-thieves, which ex- 
tends from the Missouri River to Texas, and 
have lost hundreds of head of stock by their 
raids. They are now the only branch of the 
great Sioux Nation who are in a relationship of 
peace with the whites. Some noted members 
of the tribe are bere as witnesses, prominent 
among whom are Ha-shun-ki-co-kee-poppy 
(Young-man-afraid-of-bis-horses), May-tob-wy- 
u-hee (Conquering-Bear), and We-ab-twsee-go- 
nak-ka (Woman’s-Dress). This morning I visit- 
ed their camp, and had a conversation with each 
of the warriore named. 

YOUNG-MAN-AFRAID-OF-HIS-HORSES 
is one of the leadiug Chiefs of that branch of 
the Sioux Nation known as the Ogallalas,— 
who, as a tribe, have uniformly, through all 
the hostilities of late years, maintained peace- 
able and amicable relations with the whites; 
and this pacific temperament of the Ogallalas 
has undoubtedly been largely due to the 
salutary influence of Chief Young-Man-Afraid- 
of-His-Horses. He wears on his breast a co- 
lossal silver cross, elegantly engraved and 
embossed by his own hand, which be refers 
to with pleasure as an emblem of peace of his 
own designing. It is now a matter of history 
that Senator Allison, of the Commission ap- 
pointed to treat with the Ogallialas in Sep- 
tember, 1876, for, the purchase of the 
Black Hillis, and possibly the entire Com- 
mission, would have been massacred had it not 
been for the prompt interposition of the brave 
and faithful Ha-shun-ki-co-kee-poppy. The 
Commissioners bad been surrounded before be- 
ing made aware bv this Chief that they were in 
imminent danger of being cut off, and were only 
saved through his influence over the young men 
of the tribe, and by the soldiers promptly act- 
ing as he had advised. I caused his reported 
speech in the Council held on that occasion to be 
read to him, through the accompanying inter- 
preter, William Garnet, and he said it bad been 
correctly reported; said he was not a great 
orator, but had given that speech much thought 
before delivering it, as he had firmly resolved 
that the paths of peace were the true ones, and 
the only ones left open by the Great Spirit for 
his tribe to follow. He did not try to be elo- 
quent, but in plain words sought to plead the 
cause of his tribe, and to be fair to the white 
men, while asking the white men to be fair to 
him. The following ts 
A TRANSLATION OF THE SPEECH, 

as approved by Ha-shun-ki-co-kee-poppy: 

This is the country where I was Horn. I never 
made any man’s heart bad. I have thought that 
the Great Father intended I should live here and 
raise my children here. I wished that the Great 
Father should take care of me, and that J should 
live here with my children,—these white people 
who have married among us. I give notice that it 
will take me a long time to learn to labor: and 1 
expect the President will feed me for hundreas of 
years, perbaps a great deal longer. The promises 
that have been made by the Great Father hereto- 
fore have not en carried out; therefore, I have 
heen unwiliing to go and see him, although I have 
een often invited. Dr. Daniels will remember 
bringing me back from Washington the word that 
here was where we were to raise our children. I 
have appointed to live here; therefore I have never 
traveled around to see other countries. You have 
never heard of me behaving Dadly. 


Next I interviewed 
CON QUERING-BEAR. 

Conauering- Bear is somewhat advanced in vears. 
and was neatly attired, but not as gaudily 
dressed as Indian warriors usually are. Hes 
quite a philosopher in his way. For years he 
was a Chief, but voluntarily resigned his Chief- 
tainey a couple of years ago, though he is still a 
man of marked influence among the Ogallalas. 
and his voice has always been for peace,—which 
fact may throw some light upon the motives 
which led him to resign his Chieftaincy. He 
visited Washington in 1875, and few Indians 
have created a more favorable impression at the 
National Capital. He says bis people are now 
trying to learn to live bv farming, like their 
white brothers do; that their game has nearly all 
been killed off, aud they must now make the 
ground feed them“; but he says that bad white 
men have stolen hundreds of their ponies, and 
they are kept so busv watching their herds and 
hunting for stolen stock that many have be- 
come discouraged in trying to raise pumpkins, 
corn, potatoes, onions, etc. He sars the efforts 
.that are being made by good whites to arrest 
and punish these thieves wili do more, however, 
to make his people’s friendship for the whites 
lasting than many good promises. 

i asked him if the Ogallalas would allow their 
sons and daugbters to go into good white fam- 
flies to be raised and educated, if such oppor- 
tunities were offered them,—there being a num- 
ber of families in the Black Hills who desire to 
get Sioux girls for service, under contracts to 
clothe, feed, and schoo! them,—and he empbat- 
ically and with much spirit replied, through the 
interpreter, 

. “wo! 

I would not allow my children to leave their 
own tepees. We love our sons aud daughters 
as dearly as white parents love theirs; we love 
to have them with us; and we bave schools to 
educate them at the Agency. But.“ he con- 
tinued, many of our people have been killed 
iu battle, and there are some orphans among 
us: and, if these want to go with good white 
people, who will take care of them, I would not 
oppose their going.“ 

Conquering-Bear expressed himself as amazed 
at the progress which the white man bas made 
in this countryin the last three years; said it 
made his heart sick when he looked over this 
beautiful country, so lately a part of his hunt- 
ing-grounds, and the best part, and saw it cov- 
ered with the white mats villages and grain 
fields; and then he was consoled when he 
thought it was the will of the Great Spirit, or it 
would not be so. (So it seems Conquering- 
Bear 1s something ot a predestinarian.) 

Next in the interviewing line came We-ab- 
twsee-go-pak-kaw 

_ (WOMAN’S-DRESS), 

a regularly- appointed Sergeant in the United 
States army. He is a fine-appearing young 
brave, strong, sinewy, and of pleasing facial 
contour, and as particular in his attire as a 
Broadway dandy. He was wounded last winter 
in the line of duty, and received a massive sil- 
ver medal as a reward for meritorious conduct. 
It weighs not less than five ounces, aud has on 
one side a well-executed profile of the head of 
Gen. Grant, surmounting which are the words, 
* Let us have peace,“ and below the head is an 
elegantiy-engraved pipe of peace. On the re-

THE GLARING a OF SOCIAL- 

The absurdity of the demands made upon 
American industry by the brawling Social- 
istic leaders of this city is most clearly 
shown by comparative statisties of the con- 
dition and rewards of labor and the prices 
of the negessities of life in the United States 
and Germany, from which latter country the 
great majority of the Socialists have come. 
These agitators for ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work, which in reality means all pay 
for no work at all, denounce our tariff of 
wages as a grinding down of poor men, our 
prices of necessities as a cruel tax, and our 
whole system of industry as a robbery of the 
workingman for the benefit of the rich. The 
injustice of these charges and the malignity 
of these gate-money receivers in making 
them may be most clearly shown by the 
conditions and results of labor in their own 
country. 

The consular reports made to the Secre- 
tary of State give vivid pictures of the oon- 
dition of labor in Germany. The Consul at 
Bremen says that the condition of the labor- 
ing classes is simply distressing, especially 
in the mining districts, as the prices of iron 
and coal are so low that rfothing can be 
earned, and to make even the humblest liv- 
ing every member of the family-—men, 
women, and children—must work. In Bruns- 
wick the condition is the same, and the 
united efforts of the whole family hardly 
suffice to keep its head above water. Iv 
Chemnitz multitudes are out of employ- 
and the country is infested with 
tramps and beggars. In Frankfort-on-the- 
Main things are nut much better, and butter 
and meat are luxuries that the laborers can- 
not have. In Leipsic the balk of the work 
in the fields is done by women. In Sonnen- 
berg the workingmen are universally poor to 
the very verge of misery and squalor. The 


Consul in Saxony says: 

The poorer classes in Southern Saxony fare 
very meanly indeed. For houses, they have gen- 
erally a single room, which answers for workshop 
also. For household farniture, they have a few 
chairs or wooden stools, a table, stove, and some- 
times a loom. For beds, they bave the bare floors 
or straw paliets. For fuel. they have the dead 
branches fallen from the trees in the King's for- 
est, carried home in their arms. For food, they 
have black bread, made of rve; coffee, made prin- 
cipally of chicory; a few boiled potatoes: some- 


the kind of country these Socialists have 
left. They have come toa country where 
their wages are increased threefold; where 
their cost of living is reduced in correspond. 
ing proportion; where they can have lux- 
uries they never enjoyed at all in Germany ; 
and where they can enjoy the right of free 
speech and free opinion, and are no longer 
subject to the hardships of military service, 
And yet they are hardly fresh on our shores 
before they commence their ipfamous work 
of trying to demoralize our system of indus- 
try, our form of Government, and our 
methods of society, religion, and law,— 
to make the poor and uneducated 
classes discontented with their con- 
dition, although they have just es- 
caped an infinitely worse one,—and 
to place the laboring classes in a state 
of irreconcilable antagonism with their em- 
ployers, Nothing more clearly shows the 
intolerable malignity of these agitators than 
the labor statistics which we print above. 
Nothing more clearly shows their thankless. 
ness to the Government which shelters them, 
to the society which protects them, and to 
the employers who give them not only the 
means of a comfortable subsistence, but the 
opportunity to ley up money and provide 
themselves with homes of their own, if they 
would follow the simplest rules of fragality 
and economy. Instead of doing this, the 
laboring men are chasing after a pack of 
lazy, reckless, brawling, able-bodied loafers, 
who are making their living out of them, 
and who have no other aim than to bring 
about confusion in labor and society, and to 
demoralize all existing conditions of law and 
order, that they may profit thereby. Neces- 
sity has compelled them to leave the ruinous 
system of industry in Germany. They come 
here to an infinitely better one and at once 
seek to make it even worse than the one they 
have left. 


ANOTHER LOUISIANA ROMANCE. 

The Louisiana politicians are determined 
to make the most of the opportunities which 
the closely-contested Presidential election of 
1876 threw into their hands. The latest evi- 
dence of this purpose is furnished by a story 
which the Democratic newspapers print con- 
cerning a recent visit to Washington by a 
French gentleman of Afncan extraction 
named Casanave, who was one of the mem- 
bers of the Louisiana Returning Board. It 
will be remembered that the Republican 
members of this Board were indicted for 
perjury by the bulldozers, either at the in- 
stance or with the connivance of the Con- 
federate State authorities. A couple of law. 
vers named Casreizens and CvuLLom were em- 
ployed to defend them, and the result was an 
acquital, or disagreement of the jury, or a 
nol. pros., or some other escape from what 
was really nothing but political persecution, 
as no proof of guilt could be produced. Then 
the brace of attorneys for the defense served 
a modest little bill for $5,000, which prob- 
ably exceeded their fees as counsel for the 
preceding five years. Casanave says that 
Weis, Awnperson, and Kenner, the 
other indicted members of the Re- 
turning Board, would not pay any 
portion of this enormous bill, notwithstand- 
ing they and their immediate relatives are 
all holding officesand drawing large salaries 
from the Government. The lawyers, ac- 
cording to his story, then proceeded against 
him (Casanave) for the entire bill of $5,000, 
because he was the only one of the four who 
owned property upon which an execution 
could be levied. Casawavez is the owner of a 
livery-stable in New Orleans, we believe, and 
he says that the lawyers, having got judg- 
ment against him for their unconscionable 
bill, levied upon his stable, and advertised it 
for sale in order to satisfy their claim. Then 
it was that Casanave turned to Washington 
for relief. He went there in person, he 
says, and called to see the President and Sec- 
retary SHERMAN, was referred to Messrs. 


to have taken of the matter. He 
so notified Mr. SuxtLananans after investi- 
gating the case; and it is worthy of remark 
that, while Casanave pretended to resent in 
true Creole style this imputation upon his 
character, he abandoned Washington imme- 
diately and made no effort to meet the 
charge against him. There are certainly 
some very suspicious circumstances about 
the case. To begin with, the sum of $5,000 
is a pretty large fee for criminal lawyers to 
charge men from whom nothing can be col- 
lected, In the next place, it is strange that 
the lawyers should have made no effort to 
collect any portion of this fee from AnDER- 
son, Wzixs, or Kenner, if all those persons 
and their relatives are in receipt of large 
Government salaries, as Casanave alleges. 
And, finally, it is worthy of note that the 
New Orleans lawyers suspended execution 
upon Casanave’s property just as soon as 
they were satisfied that the Washington 
people had contributed all the money 
they could be persuaded to give. 
These circumstances suggest the theory 
that the case was made up between 
Casanave and the lawyers (perhaps with the 
acquiescence of ANpeRson, WII, and Kzn- 
wer) to enable the attorneys to secure as 
much of the fee as could be obtained from 
the politicians, and remit the balance. It is 
not impossible, indeed, that Casanave bad 
even a more direct interest in the fund which 
was to be raised in Washington ostensibly to 
satisfy the lawyers. 

Any expectation of making a political sen- 
sation out of any case growing out of the 
Louisiana Returning-Board troubles will re- 
sult in a serious disappointment to the Dem- 
ocrats. The public has already made up its 
mind about Louisiana politicians,—black and 
white, Creole and imported, Republican and 
Democratic,—and there is not sufficient con- 
fidence left in any of them to gain a hearing. 
The Democratic managers have already been 
severely scorched by contact with Louisiana 
liars, and prudence will prompt them to let 
by-gones be by-gones, In the eloquent lan- 
guage of that distinguighed Democrat, Ca- 
Ter Hanno, — Mum!

The Eldest Son of the Crown-Prince—Dr. 
Nachtigall's Afriean Travels. 
Dispatch to London Times. 

Berm, Aug. 3.—It was by a pecullar irony 
of fate that almost at the very time when the 
remains of a distinguished relation of the 
Hohenzollern family were being consigned to 
the tomb the heir presumptive to the German 
Throne was celebrating his entrance into man- 
hood and public life. I have already told you 
that Prince William, the eldest son of the 
Crown-Prince, was the other day treated to an 
enthusiastic ovation by the students of Boon,

SPRAGUE. 


HE DECLINES TO MAKE ANY STATEMENT. 
Disnatch to New York Worid. 

Narragansett Pier, R. I., Aug. 17.—I 
drove over to Canonchet this morning, and 
from the carriage observed two gentlemen 
walking slowly and evidently engaged in a 
most interesting conversation. When within 
about 100 yards of them I saw that one was 
Gov. Sprague. On getting abreast of the gen- 
tlemen, I stepped out and saw at once that 
the second person was Mr. Edward Hazard, a 
well-known lawyer of Providence, who is here 
guarding the interests of Mrs. Spracue. I 
addressed a word of salutation to Gov. Sprague 
aud toid him I should like to have a private 
conference. He replied that if 1 would step 
into bis carriage he would see me. ‘Turning then 
to Mr. Hazard the ex-Governor said: Well, 
Mr. Hazard, it is simply awful. You bave no 
conception of the state of affairs in that 
bouse. It is most distressing.“ He then 
bade Mr. Hazard good-by, and, turning 
to me, said he, “Now, my friend, what 
can I do for you?” Certainly the countenance 
of ex-Gov. Sprague is not that of a dissipated 
man. He looks well, although he is evidently 
borne down with trouble. 1 had hardly begun 
to state my business when be said firmly yet 
most kindly, Really, now, if your business is 
in any way connected with a 8 you had 
better get into your carriage and drive away, 
for lassure you I bave nothing to say.“ He 
continued that since this upfortunate affair took 
place he bad not read a 1 paper and did not 
mean to read one. The Governor then agaio 
declined making any statement. | asked him 
to be kind enough to apswer the following ques- 
tion: Did you * order Senator Conkling 
from your house? I have stated so previously 
in my dispatches, but that was from hearsay, 
and I would like now to have it verified.” 
„Well,“ said the Governor, “if I answer that I 
shall really be making some statement, but I 
can say generally thatif you say so you will 
pot be far wrong.“ Encouraged by this 
answer, 1 put another as follows: 
‘What occasion, Governor, was there for 
you todoso?”’. All 1 have to say,” said he, 
“about that is that time Will show why.” 1 
urged the Governor to add something which 
would clear up the mystery evoked by state- 
ments published only this morning. The ex- 
Governor simply and quietly remarked: ** Mrs. 
Sprague I know has made her statement, but | 
really do not know what it contained, neither 
do I wish nor care to know. I believe justice will 
be better done to all parties in the end if I say 
nothing at all; and that 1 assure you is m/ 
final answer.“ 

Ibave learned from mutual friends of the 
Spragues that it is Mrs. Sprague’s fixed deter- 
mination to remam at Canonchet until sbe cao 
in some way secure possession of ber children. 
It may be a week, she says, or a year, but have 
the children she must and will, for they are 
dearer to her than to Mr. Sprague. On the 
other hand, the Governor was heard to say only 
yesterday that he would die before parting with 
the children, as he has vever refused to support 
them, and has given them a large sbare 
of his means alike in prosperity and in ad- 
versity. There is arumor current here to-day 
that several of the creditors of the Spraguc 
Manufacturing Company will clu» together and 
purchase Canonchet when it is sold ina few 
days at auction, and then let ber remain there 
— I and without aoy interference on the 
part of the Governor until all their differences 
ean be adjasted in one way or another, One of 
Mrs. Sprague’s friends has offered her and her 
children a home until something can de per- 
manently arranged for ber, but she has declined 
to accept it for the reason that she intends to 
persist io her right to remain at Canonchet until 
the property passes into other hands. That 
Mrs. Aprague is not acting mn a wholly consist- 
ent manuer appears from herown acts and 
words, for after the encounter between her hus- 
band aud Senator Conkling she was beard to re- 
mark that she would never sleep uuder the same 
roof with Mr. Sprague egain, and now she is 
there, although it is the ex-Governor’s express 
wish that she should not remain. 


THE GERMAN PROFESSOR. 
HE ISSUES TWO MORE CARDS, AND AT LAST 

MAKES SOME MENTION OF SENATOR CONK- 

LING. 

WAKEFIELD, R. I., Aug. 13.— To the Rditor of 
the New York Sun: . . The Sun justly epeaks 
of Gov. Sprague’s behavior to meas “ab ap- 
parently unreasonable prejudice.” This is good, 
and like the Sun. But there is some explana- 
tion. A manwho has been a millionaire, a 
Governor, a Senator, and who has had his own 
way in a small State, may brood over his mis- 
fortunes, bis irreparable losses and reverses, 
and may become the mere wreck of a man. Add 
to this the disharmony existing between hus- 
band and wife, amountinz, as it does, to actual 
hatred, and it is easy to understand that an en- 
gagement made by the wife should be opposed 
by the husband, if but for opposition’s sake. 
Such seems to be the case. The Governor’s 
prejudice is not direct against my person. I am 
only the victim of family troubles. It is evi- 
dent from remarks made by mother and son 
that the papa objects to aay stranger in his 
house; that he objects fo being made 
responsible for the tutor’s salary, for good 
reasons, and that his objections assume the 
shape of resistance, owing to the wife’s persist- 
ency to carry ber point. I begged to withdraw 
several times, but was overruled. There alone 
lies the secret of the Governor’s unreasonable 
prejudice; for, never baving actually lived as 
tutor with the family, no other reason for“ his 
prejudice could possibly be assigned. Despite 
my positive refusal to ever return to Canonchet, 
but to await developments at a distance, Mrs. G., 
who had hitherty corresponded with me by let- 
ter, sent for me again and again to confer with 
her on the chance of a settlement at Canonchet, 
as if to court another chance before witnesses 
of a personal encounter with the Governor 
which might bring on a desirable catastrophe. 
Most reluctantiy did I follow her bidding, in 
hopes of being freed at last from this unenvia- 
ble situation. The catastrophe did come, sure 
enough, perhaps not with the desired result. 1 
drove off from outside the house on my own 
nook: those inside the house were driven out 
ignominiously, including Mrs. 8. herself and 
a friend and visitor, Mr. Senator Conk- 
ling. I did not mention this gentleman’s 
naiae in my statement to the Providence Jour- 
nal, because it did notin any way concern me. 
But, —— my name conspicuously linked to 
that gentleman’s, and fearing this convection 
might give rise, among my friends and patrons 
in New York, to serious misunderstandings or 
misapprehensions and inferences, I deem it my 
duty to make this additional statement. 

It was on the 6th of August when, on my way 
home from Cauonchet, Perry, Mrs. 8.’s coach- 
man, pointed toa gentleman passing in a car- 
riage as Mr. Senator Couklmg, on bis way toa 
visit to Canonchet. Perry bad known him in 
Wasbington, and had even now been saluted by 
him. I recognized Mr. Conkling, having on one 
oceasion heard him deliver a political speech at 
the Cooper Union. I felt pleased that Mrs. 8. 
sbould have a gentleman of such renown for a 
visitor, and regretted that the doors of Canon- 
chet should be barred against me, the tutor, 
who ought to have entered upon his duties ever 
since the Ist of July. Onthe 7th of August I 
arrived again at the house, and after half an 
hour’s waiting on the piazza was desired by Mrs. 
S. to walk the grounds till wanted, for meeting 
a gentleman from Providence, with whom 
to arrange money matters, and with whom 
Mrs. S. was then engaged. It being a fine day there 
was no harm in walking the grounds, but I did 
not much relish it, being in constant apprehen- 
sion of the Governor’s appearing suddenly on 
the scene. Meanwhile the children had 
me from within; the gentleman from Provi- 
dence was driven tothe station without my 
presence having been required. Mr. Conkling 
appeared in the entrance-hall bareheaded, and 
beaming with satisfaction at bebolding the sy!- 
van beauty of the landscape about him, and 
watching the children at play on the sward. I 
regretted not having been introduced to this 
gentleman. How panne | the last two 
hours might have been whiled away! Last of 
all Mrs. S. appeared, regretting that nothing 
definite had been arranged, and inviting me to 
baveacupof tea with the children before re- 
turning home. Mrs. 8. and Mr. Conkling then 
retired to prepare for dinner, which was 
being served at 3 table next to ours. 
After teal accompanied the elder children to 
the pond. and heiped them into the boat. Mean- 
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me 

others returning to Canonchet. At 

the following day, the 8th of August, Perry 
again drove up, desiring me to follow him again, 
armed witn greatcoatand umbrella. Mrs. 8. 
wanted me on important business. I shook my 
bead, saying to Perry, “This will never do. 
Have you no letter, no verbal message? I hate 
going agaio.”” He bad bis orders to bring me, 
and, vouchlug within me that this should certain- 
ly be my last cail at Canonchet, I yielded once 
more, and we drove off. Gov. S. having had an 
interview with a Herald reporter in New York 
the day before, it was not likely he would come 
to Canonchet to-day. He did come, however, 
and the final scene of the Stb of was 
enacted. 

In the evening of that day my landlord’s 
daughter, Mrs. Ewards, brought the news from 
the Pier that Gov. Sprague had cleared out the 
whole house, Mr. Conkling and other visitors 
Included; that there was great excitement, and 
that Mrs. Spragueand children bad sought 
refuge at Dr. Perry’s; others had gone to the 
Tower Hill House; and that she herself (Mrs. 
Edwards) bad seen the Governor driving a car- 
riage not long ago with Willie byhis side. This 
was astonishing news to everybody—hot to me. 
On my way to Canonchet in the afternoon, bear- 
ing that Mr. Conkling was still at the house, I 
bad indulged in a litte private chat with Perry, 
the driver, saving, as near as ] remember: “Sup- 
posing the Governor should suddenly arrive, 
the master of the house, the husband and 
father, who, for months, has not seen his 
wife, and not addressed a word 
to ber, nor she to him, and who 
comes and goes almost like athief at night, 
and snatches bis {rngal meals in the servants’ 
hall on the other siae of the house,—supposi 
he should come and find Mr. Conkling, thoug 
be were his friend, comfortably installed in his 
splendid mansion as a visitor and guest, what 
would happen?” ‘I am sure 1 don’t know,” 
was the man’s reply, and I call on him as a wit- 
ness. And it did so happen, even within an 
hour. And does the Providence Journal infer 
from this that my appearance alone was the oc- 
casion of the extraordinary outbreak of temper 
on the part of ex-Senator? And does the 
reporter of the ton Heraid mean to maintain 
that Mr. Conkling called on Mr. Sprague for 
some business transaction concerning the 
Sprague estate, from Wednesday to Friday, in 


Let me tell bim that Gov. Sprague bas no 
more to do with the Sp e estate than he or 
I, and that Mr. Conkling did havea personal eu- 
counter, and was shamefully treated, as I have 
it from Mrs. Sprague’s own lips, and that she 
herself was threatened with the loaded gun by 
the infuriated Govervor. I made my statement 
to the Providence Journal to give a true ac- 
count of all that happened between me and the 
Sprague family, for my own sake, but not to be 
made a cat’s pawof. My statement was found 
ridiculeus by Mrs. Sprague, and I was taunted 
even with cowardice in dealing with the Gov- 
eruor, whom i would bave been justified in kiil- 
ing in self-defense. Thank God, I was not pro- 
vided with a weapon of defense. Prevention is 
better than cure. I did certainly apply to a 
Justice of the Peace at Wakelield for a 
warrant of arrest against Gov. Sprague, 
who, as everybody else seems to 
eoncur, ought not to be at large: but I 
followed the Justice’s well-meant advice, to 
let others equally interested take the initiative, 
since a crimina: suit might seriously involve me 
in another State, and that I had better try to 
effect some speedy settlement concerning my 
compensation. This gentleman interested him- 
self considerably on my behalf, and did all in 
bis power to assist me in making an e- 
ment with the parties concerned at Providence, 
whither I repaired again to consult once more 
with Mrs. Sprague. This lady now repudiates 
all responsibility as to paying me, and thinks 
the Governor ought to be made to pay! She re- 
fers me to the Hon. Mr. Aldrich for advice. This 
gentleman has nothing to do with money mat- 
ters, and refers me to Mr. Chaffee, the principal 
Trustee of the Sprague estate. This gentleman 
deigns to inform me that the Governor is not 
worth a dollar; that the creditors would will- 
ingly maintain the family if he were of any use 
to the concern; but that they had nothing to do 
with bim, and could not think of attending to 
Mrs. Sprague’s engagements. So thinks the 
editor of the Providence Journal, I ought to be 
settied with; and so thinks Mr. Dovle, the 
Mayor and brother-in-law of Gov. Sprague; but 
how, no one seems to know. And here I am, 
landed high and dryin midsummer, between 
the blue ocean and the lovely Sitver Lake, with 
a fine view, indeed, of the landscape, but a poor 
outlook as to business matters,—richer, bow- 
ever, in dear-bought experience. Yours respect- 
fully, Gores LINCK.

Confession by the Monometalists that the 
Banks Are Going to Be Sorely Pressed 
This Fall for Currency. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 19.—The Post says: We 
notice Secretary Sherman expresses the opinion 
that comparatively little gold will be imported 
this autumn, and that, instead, gold securities 
will come. Should this prove true, the pressure 
on the New York money market would be in- 
tensified, for, not only would the loauable re- 
sources of the market not be increased, but the 
burdens of the market would be made heavier 
by the returned securities. Without venturing 
any predictions on the subject, we simply 
call attention to the fact that the Bank 
of England has now the exceptionally 
large reverse of 56 per cent, that 
money in London goes at 1 and 2 per 
cent, and that there never has been a time when 
the withdrawal of £4,000,000 to £5,000,000 from 
London would cause less disturbance in that 
market. Moreover, if the bank should attempt 
to stop shioments to New York, it would be 
obliged to raise the rate for money in London 
above 4 per cent, and whether it could do this 
until several millions of specie bad been lost to 
that market is a question. The work- 
ine of the money market this autumn 
appears to be pretty well narrowed dowa 
to the question whether enough gold will de im- 
ported, together with the products of our mines, 
to move the crops. It is evident the New York 
banks have already all they can do to carry their 
present load. and that tbey are not in a position, 
witbout calling in loans now outstanding, to 
furnish the $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 accommo- 
dation that will be needed between now and 
October to satisfy the ordinary autumn demand. 
If gold enough shal! be imported to move the 
crops, it will be plain sailing. If not, then the 


loans now bolstering speculative projects mast 
apparentiy be ficed. The small remainder 


of settlements to be made by the Treasury with 
the banks ought not to be a controlling factor 
in the problem.

London, Aus, 19.—Following is the Erie side 
of the story of the litiga leading to McHen- 
ry’s bankruptcy: The decision of the Master of 
the Rolls was not based on «a gues 
tion of want of power in one company to deal 
with another, but on the footing that what 
McHenry did was not with the authority of 
Erie, and was never ratified or adopted by it. 
McHenry, it will be remembered, alleges that 
all he did was done by authority of Mr. Watson, 
then President, but he produced no evidence 
in support of that statement beyond 
the fach that the President favorably re- 
garded the proposed connection with the Clev 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis 
The fact is, the President at that time was the 
creature of McHenry, and, so far from the 
transaction being undertaken in behalf of 
the Erie Railway, evidence exists to 
show that it was really entered upon 
originally by McHenry and his friends, first as 
a private speculation, and, second, ia behalf of 
the Atlantic & Great Western Railway, with 3 
view to strengthening its position with the Erie, 
and with the intention of making and using 
it im completing arrangements with Erie 
and the Atlantic & Great Western Reail- 
Ways; or, to use a figure of speech, 
endowing the “poor Atlantic” bride with a 
dower before presenting her to the prospective 
bridegroom, Erie. It was not until 

THE SCHEME FAILED 

that the question was raised as to the transac- 
tion being in behalf of Erie. The sub- 
ject was certainly never brought before 
the Erie Board,—still less adopted by 
it or by the Erie shareholders. Mr. McHenry 
doubtless appealed against the decision, or, 
rather, had gives notice of appeal. but both the 
Court of Appeals and the Master of Rolls re- 
fused to suspend judgment, except on condi- 
tions with which Mr. McHenry is unable te com- 
ply—namely; the payment of £50,000 
into the Court pending the appeal. 
Regarding ‘Mr. McHenry’s offer to 
pay £170,000 against the delivery of the sbares, 
the opposition say they have no power to deal 
with those sbares bere. The shares are in 
America. It is not known here what is due 
upon them, but the Erie people here were will- 
ing to submit any proposal to Mr. Jewett, and 
this had been done. But they cannot agree to 
suspend judgment till Mr. Jewett replies, which 
would mean giving time for the repay- 
ment, by which delay other creditors 
might obtain such priority, that the 
security for the 450, 000 would be reduced 
so as to mean only something like the payment 
of £50,600. The Erie side said they would allow 
a week to pay the £25,000 as an earnest, the re- 
mainder to be remitted, but Mr. McHenry failea 
to do so, and his opponents consider the appeal 
practically at an end. 

As regards the question of Mr. McHenry’s au- 
thority to act, his opponents consider that there

As regards McHenry’s liabilities, besides Erie’s 
claim of £268,000 and about £400,000 ane a firm 
of London bankers, about £300,000 are owing to 
the estate of ex-Queen Christina of Spain.

The Master of the 
Rolls decided, after hearing his counsel, and 
without hearing . theirs, that McHenry cannot 
get over the amount of their claims.

He replied: Probably McHenry doesn’t con- 
sider himself ruined, being possessed of a won- 
derfully boyish and buoyant temperament.

Bat 
his career always reminds me of the story of the 
Emperor Napoleon IIL, who, when awaiting 
sentence after his descent on Boulogne, re- 
marked on the ugliness of the uniform of the 
gendarmes, and said, ‘When I am Emperor I 
will change that. 


EDDYSTONE. 


Two British Princes Lay the Corner-Stone 
of the New Lighthouse.

Piyrmourna, Aug. 19.—Their Roya] Highnesses, 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edin- 
burg, arrived at Plymouth in the Osborne last 
evening, to lay the foundation stone of the new 
Eddystone Lighthouse today.

The Her- 
cules, a veritable floating workshop, arrived 
early, conveying Vouglass, the arcbitect of the 
new tower; Samuel Smiles, the author 
of a life of Smeaton, the builder 
of the existing tower; Dixon, the engineer who 
was intrusted with the task of bringing Cleo- 
patra’s Needle to England, and Edmunds, the 
engineer in charge. Inthe Galatea, a Trinity 
yacht, were W. H. Smith, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty; Sir Richard Coilingson, Admiral 
Farquhar, the Government officials, a doctor 
and a Plymouth clergyman to conduct the re- 
ligious ceremonies.

New York, Aug. 19.—Adele Belgarde is the 
fanciful pame of the newest aspirant for theat- 
rical honors this way. Herreal name, by the 
way, is Addie Levey, and her home is some- 
where up toward the Harlem Flats. 
There has been a great deal of inter- 
est in New Tork concerning her first 
appearance, which had been worked uo with 
such skill in advance that pretty much every- 
body believed a new Mary Anderson had been 
found. She came before a New York audience 
Monday night, and, although I then dropped in 
forafew minutes to see what might be going 
on, I didn’t feel like judging her while the 
embarrassment of the first night was fresh upon 
her.

Miss Belgarde is a young 
woman of slight stature and obvious pads. 
Her voice is not strong, and she speaks 
with a certain hard artificiality which 
indescribably mars her work. She is graceful, 
and modest, and rather pretty. She has been 
schooled with a preciseness which is openly ap- 
parent, and she reads ber lines wfth intelligence. 
But she will never—not even hardly sometimes 
—achieve the position which she craves in the 
dramatic profession. There is little body to her 
physique, and there is as little body to her 
ability for general acting. She may make an 
excellent light juvenile lady some day, but she 
can never go beyond. tosalind was a 
hard part for her to open with, 
because its requirements, physiological and 
otherwise, are by no means of narrow limits.

Clam-Eating. 
Bastion Transcript. 

The shores of Narragansett Bay, while by no 
meaus holding a ciam monopoly, do claim a 
sort of high prerogative in the Guantity pro- 
duced and in the appreciation of it. The mode 
of preparing clams for parties and picnics, 
which is called a clam-bake, is professedly 
derived from the aborigines, who were quite 
numerous ip the Narragansett region, and who 
were especially fond of lingering about its 
shores in the summer and early autumn. The 
chief attraction for transient visiting parties in 
yast companies to the various places of resort 
in the summer in the Narragansett waters is the 
enjoyment of the clam-bake. At Rocky Point, 
baif way between Providence and Newport, the 
steamboat fare for four trips each way daily be- 
ing very cheap, it is no unusual thing for from 
10,000 to 20, 000 people, even from the western 
parts of Massachusetts, to come and go in the 
course of a single day. Some of these bring 
their luncheon with them to be eaten in the 
grove. But a | proportion of them 
pay 50 cents for the privilege of 
sitting at tables which will ac- 
commodate 1,500 at a Ame, under a simple, 
well-ventilated roof. Here they are supplied, 
each with a huge dish of clams, then with a 
clam-chowder, baked blue-fisb, boiled corn on 
the ear, watermelons, brown and white bread, 
and butter. Three such dinners are prepared 
daily. ‘The consumption of clams is from 100 to 
200 oushels each day. The visitors may always 
see a portion of their dinner cooking under a 
mound of eel grass. An anxiety seems to be 
felt lest the enormous consumption of clams at 
so many places of such resort in the pay should 
exhaust the supply. There are no signs of fail- 
ure yet since the Indians, hundreds of years 
* and they were not an economical race, had 

i they wanted of them. Recently the in- 
creased demand for them, and impatience of the 
slow method of g for them, has led to the 
usual iabor-saving experiment. Near Bristol 
ferry may be seen a yoke of oxen plowing the 
beach sand, while men and chiidren pick up the 
spoils.

THE GOLD BRICK. 


FRIEDBERG’S DEFRAUDERS. 

The great trial of The People vs. Walker and 
Hanson, the * diamond-cat-diamond,” thief vs. 
thief, gold-brick suit, was closed in Justice 
Summerfleld's office yesterday afternoon. There 
was a large crowd of people present, and a great 
deal of amuse@fent was had at the expense of 
the prosecution. Col. Cameron was on hand to 
conduct the prosecution, and Trude represeuted 
the defense. 

Mrs. Friedberg testified to about the same 
state of facts as her husband testified to last 
Saturday. In her cross-examination, she stated 
that the note in relation to the sale of the brick 
was torn up by Hanson in ber presence. There 
was nothing said about the brick being stolen 
property, nor was anything said about a reward 
that she knew of. An attempt was made to get 
her to fix the time when she gave the bonds to 
ber husband, but she was very obstinate, and at 
length peremptorily refused to answer 
Trude. 

‘Ths defense then called upon 

LEON ANDREWS, 

a pawnbroker on State street, for testimony. 
He testitied that the man Walker, or so knowao 
in court, was not present when the money was 
paid. He did not know anything about Walker 
being present at the time the final test was 
made at the Transit House. Hanson told bim 
at that time that he was to get $300 as com- 
mission from Friedberg, aud a portion of the 
money was paid to Hanson. The first that wit- 
ness knew of the transaction was when he was 
toid by Friedberg, Saturday afternoon, that 
he had a scheme whereby be could 
make some money. There was nothin 
said about the gold brick being the proceeds o 
a large robbery. On the cross-examination, 
witness said that he had never goue alone to see 
the brick. He did not get $1,500 of the money. 
He said that Friedberg agreed to give him a 
portion of the profits in consideration of his 
going with bim to the place of meeting. 

Detective E. J. Steele testified that Friedberg 
told him that he knew where there was a gold 
brick previous to the transaction, which he 
thought was the proceeds of some crime, 
aud he proposed to give up the pos- 
sessors of the orick to the 
police authorities. Witness said he would arrest 
ibe men, but Friedburg told bim that it would 
be difficult to find them. This was about all 
witness knew of the case. 

Officer John A. McDonald testified that he did 
teil Friedberg in the station aiter the arrest 
that he was a liar and a traitor, but be did this 
on what had been told him by Officer Steele. 

A witness by the name of Mix was called, 
but, be not being in court, it was decided by Mr. 
Trude that the defeuse should waive examina- 
tion, and the bail was fixed at $3,000 to the

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CAMP-MEETINGS. 


Closing Session of the Christian 
Work at Camp Collie. 


Opening of the Great Bible Con- 
terence at Geneva Lake. 


First Day of the Annual Camp-Meeting 
at Desplaines. 


CAMP COLLIE. 
Mpectal Dispetch to The Tribune. 

Lake Geneva, Wis., Aug. 19.—The closing 
exercises of the Christian Work Assembly at 
the camp occurred yesterday. After a week of 
cool weather, the sun shone out beautifully to- 
dav, the air was balmy, and the waters of the 
lake never appeared more translucent,—it was a 
perfect day. 

The Rey. 8. Gilbert, editor of the Chicago 

Advance, poke upon the Tendency of Things, 
taking the text from “Straight is the gate and 
narrow is the way that leads to life.“ In the 
doctrine of tendencies our Lord teaches that 
there are tendencies that we sometimes mis- 
takenly call chances. Because we are not per- 
mitted to gaze upon the Divine Being, it will not 
answer to claim there is no God. The law of 
gravitation is ijovisible, but can we say, with 
truth, that there exists no downward tendency? 
Time is tending backward into the grave of the 
past, and we are tending forward into the eter- 
nal future. Transcendent power lies in the in- 
fant-child. The ocean in ite ebbing and flowing 
is but the slight surface of those immense 
currents which sweep from continent to 
continent. The Chinaman of the nine 
teenth century is the Chinaman 
of the nineteenth century before Christ. The 
members of a religious denomination have a 
tendency to carry their habits from generation 
to generation, giving character to the denomina- 
tion. The converts under Finny or Moody have 
a tendency to carry the impress of the surround- 
ings of their conversion. The human heart is 
moved by its surroand'ngs of evil, and its tend- 
ency is downward. When one neglects the 
prayer service and the studv of the Word of God, 
their tendency is down-hill. Can you put the 
grain back onto the cob, or into the sack from 
whence it came? Itisnot a difficult thing to 
pilot the steamer down the broad St. Lawrence; 
but, coming to the beginning of the Sioux Rap- 
ids, a strong arm, an fron nerve, and a keen eve 
must guide this 1 vessel in those rapid ¢ur- 
rents among rocks. The little life-boat, 
with all the noisy crew, savs Carlvle, will soon 
pass by and disappear from our vision forever. 
In the marvelous confession of St. Augustine 
we read that he cried out again and again, Why 
not.—why not now?!’ and finally the change 
came. 

In the afternoon, the Rev. 8. Gilbert explained 
that the divinely-expanded love of the world 
was biebly important. He related the interest- 
ing particulers of an excursion over the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad. 

At the camp-fire service in the evening, Mr. 
K. A. Burnell, of Aurora, spoke of the great 
missionary work among the seven hundred 
millions of Japan, China, and India. Thirty 
days in Japan. the wonderful country of the 
rising sun, and its 2,800 islands, its thirty-four 
millions of people, looking in carefully and 
closely upon the life of six great cities, and paas- 
ing through the densely-populated country over 
their well-built railways, afforded ample oppor- 
tunity of studying the inner life of that imita- 
tive, patient, industrious, and polite people. 
There is not in at vast territory one miasion- 
ary to each million of inhabitants, and the 
country may be said to be all open to pbilan- 
thropie and Christian effort. The missionaries 
of the China Island Mission, an English organi- 
zation, have penetrated 1,500 miles into 
the interior, to be warmly welcomed. 
We, as Americap Christians, need something of 
the spirit of Stanley io his search for Living- 
stone. To find Livingstone was bis watch- 
word by day and his dream by pight,—literally 
his This one thinggI do.“ India has been the 
battle-ground of missious for the past sixty 
years. It can be said that not more than 1.000. 
000 people have been directly reached by the 
power of the Gospel. As a Christian nation, 
and being so easy of access, how almost infinite 
is our responsibility concerning the salvation of 
Japan, China, and India! 
in reviewing, at the close of the Christiau- 
Work Assembly, Mr. Burnell said that some of 
the workers bad been upon the ground for six 
weeks, others tor shorter periods. The weather 
has been generally charming, and on only two 
nights were the services at the csemp- 
fire omitted by reasen of i § storms. 
Che meetings have been well sustained. Nearly 
every town and city within sixty miles bas been 
represented. He drew a beautiful picture of 
the influence of the Christian camp, and paid a 
glowing tribute to all the kind spirits who had 
rendered efficient aid in conducting the sery- 
ices from day today. Camp Collie fs a success, 
and he believed that without exception all the 
attendants would be glad to return. It is a 
tree, the roots of whicn are striking deep, and 
foundations have been and are being laid for 
the coming generation that are certain for grand 
incentive and iuspiration on the beautiful shores 
of this lake of lakes. The outlook is most 
promising. ‘The Christian-Work Assembly for 
1879 is closed with inspiring hopes for the sea- 
son of one year hence.

BUILDING INSPECTION. 


How it is Not Done in This City. 

The ordinary understanding of the average 
Chicagoan is that the city in which ne lives, 
moves, and pays taxes possesses a department 
or branch of ite goveroment known as the De- 
partment of Buildings. This department is 
vresided over by a Superintendent, having men 
under bim, to whom he says: Vo out upon the 
highways and byways, and take note of such 
buildings as are being built or repaired, that in 
their construction the laws and ordinances of 
the city are not violated.”’ 

Such is the generally- received belief, but, if 
the statements of a person well qualified from 


his official connection with the department to 
know what he is talking about are not over- 
drawn, then the Building Department must be 
pronounced a mockery and asnare. It seems 
that there are but four Building Inspectors for 
the entire city, and that they are utterly unable 
to begin to verform the work which should 
de done. One of these Inspectors has 
charge of the whole of the 
business section from the lake to the river and 
north of Twelfth street, and is also charged with 
the inspection of the whole North Division. 
Another bas the district south of Twelfth street 
and east of the river, and the remaining two 
divide the West Side between them, one man’s 
beat running north from Van Buren street to 
Holstein, and the other’s south from 
the dividing line even unto Brighton. 
These Inspectors are not provided with any 
conveyance other than their own legs or the 
bounding street,car, and it is manifestly im- 
possible for them to cover their districts as 
often as would be desirable. An interview with 
Mr. John Agoew, the lospector haying charge of 
the first district named, was had by a Trisune 
reporter, and his statements will give a good 
idea of how things are ran by the Building De- 
partment. 
The reporter asked bow the Inspectors ob- 
tained ioformation about new buildings or re- 
pairs, and whether they hunted up the permits 
each day and visited the buildings from to time 
to see that they were properly constructed. 
No.“ was the replv, we don’t have time to 
do anytbing of that kind.“ and then Mr. Agnew 
stated what amount of territory he and his co- 
laborers had to cover. Lou see.“ he contin- 
ued, our time is pretty nearly taken up with 
examining complaints and petitions for per- 
mission to remove buildings. We have to see 
that the signatures to such petitions, which 
must be signed by the owners of a majority of 
the property in the vicinity to which the build- 
ing is to be removed, are genuine. 
Then there is a constant grist of 
complaints, and these all have to be investigat- 
ed, or else there is a row. So we don’t get time 
to examine the new buildings, or to inspect 
those already built.”’ 
Do yon mean to say that, while Chicago has 
a Building Department supposed to look after 
such things, yet all these large structures now 
going up in the business section are built inde- 
pendently of your office?” 
„Just that; we cannot get around to them. 
No four men could half cover the 
ground and attend to the complaints and 
permits. We used to have ten men to do the 
work, and then they had all they could do, So 
we just have to let things slide, though I know 
there are business buildings gong up to-day in 
violation of the ordinances. We ought to be 
able to visit every one of these at least once a 
day, but that is impossible.“ 
„80, then, you are entirely dependent on the 
builders themselves!“ 
** Precisely, on the owner and the contractors. 
If they choose to run up shells instead of 
bouses, with imperfect appliances in elevators 
— stairways, there is really nothing to check 
them. 
„Why was your staff cut down so largely?” 
“Ob, I suppose on the score of economy. 
But it seems to me that an ounce of prevention 
is worth a ton of cure, and if more atteh- 
tion were given to putting up decent buildin 
a good deal might be saved. We havea 
Fire Department, and that is a very good thing, 
but we build rattle-tran houses appar- 
ently for other urpose 
to furnish work for that partment. If 
proper attention was paid to construction much 
of the danger from fire would be avoided. If a 
poor man wants to build a little frame house or 
shed a big kick is made, but [tell you there 
are lots of large buildings down-town which 
are faulty of construction and dangerous. We 
get no chance to inspect the f es, theatres, 
halis, and other where crowds of people 
congregate, but they ought to be inspected

you think there is danger from this 
source?’ 


Les; people don’t know half the danger in 
such places. And they don’t know either about 
the unsate arrangements for boilers, and ele- 
vators, and stairways. In a good many cases 
we get a look at the plans of big buildings, and 
builders are willing to accept suggestions.

to Judge Barnum for awrit of habeas corpus, 
claiming that the offense for which he is incar- 
cerated is not enumerated among the mis- 
demvanors set forth in Sec. 37, under which he 
was convicted, although those words form the 
caption of the section. The Court heid that the 
words in the commitment were mere surplusage 
anyhow, as it was stated that defendant was 
held for violation of Sec. 37,“ andso Mr. 
Grayes weat back iu care of Felton. 

THE COMMITTEES ON EQUALIZATION 


held a prolonged session vesterday, and prac- 
tically decided the vexed questions as to real 
and personal assessments in Cook County. The 
Committee conciuded to add ¥ per cent to the 
real property assessment of South Chicago, and 
to deduct 7 from the North and West Towns. 
The remaining townships in which changes were 
made were as follows: Deductions—Cicero, 6 
per cent; Elk Grove, 3; Lake. 14; Lake View, 
8: Palatine, Riverside, and Thornton, each 5 
percent. The additions were: Evanston, 8 per 
cent; Hyde Park, 19; Lemont, New Trier, Or- 
land, and Worth, each 10: Maine, 2; Pa- 
los and Proviso, each per 
cent. The total equalized assessment 
on real property for the county now foots up 
$96,441,965, an increase of $2,592 from the orig- 
wal returns. In the more important towns the 
equalized figures stand: South Chicago, $36,- 
464,816; West Chicago, $28,122,823: North Chi- 
cago, 611.712. 141; Hyde Park, $4,222,185; Lake, 
$4,264,390; Evanston, $947,302. 

The Committee listened patiently to a num- 
ber of persons who had grievances. They hailed 
from the Towns of Lake and Hyde Park cbieflr, 
and they amused themselves kicking against 
the personal assessment in each town. 
They were practically unanimous, that is to 
say. the Hvde Park men were satisfied that the 
assessment in Lake was not high enough, while 
the representatives of the Stock-Yards were 
persuaded that the Hyde Park assessment was 
too low. Leave was given to correct a few 

etty mistakes and errors of description made 

v careless Assessors, but the Committee will not 
interfere with the assessment. The final report 
of the Committee to the County Board will in 
all probability be made Monday. 

VISITING DAY. 

Yesterday was visiting day“ at the County 
Jail, and, in accordance with the usual practice, 
the cage set apart for the accommodation of 
those who have friends behind the bars was 
thronged all the afternoon. Visitors are ad- 
mitted during a couple of hoursin the morn- 
ing, but between 2 and 4 p. m. is the fashion- 
able time. Then the Jailer and his subordi- 
nates find all they can manage to do in looking 
after the motley crowd who flock to the North 
Side to see their friends who are in trouble.“ 

The visitors are, take them by and large, just 
about as hard a set as the inmates. Nota 
**crook ever gets pinched but bas a female 
friend who considers it at once ber duty and her 
pleasure to visit ber man. However much the 
two may have quarreled and fought outside, 
the woman will make semi-weekly trips to the 
jail,—even if her friend“ is there charged 
with pounding her within an inch of her life. As 
for the male visitors, their general characteristics 
are almost precisely those of their less fortunate 
bretbren who are enjoying the hospitality of the 
Sheriff. Currier knows most of them, for they 
have passed through his hands one time or an- 
other, either at Bridewell or jail, and the names 
of many are written in the Book of Fate as des- 
tined foran ultimate sojourn in Joliet. 

Ofcourse there are some exceptions to the 
general worthlessness of the visitors. Once in 
awhile some voung fellow with respectable 
connections will get behind the bars for the first 
time, and a gray-baired father or decent-appear- 
ing sister will visit bim in his distress. But in 
such cases the jailer exercises a wise 
discretion, and permits the — to see the 
unworthy one in the lawver’s cage or in 
private, thus saving them from the contamination 
of such company as they would meet otherwise. 
But the great majority of the callers talk 
through the wire gratings, and they require 
close watching to see that thev do not smuggle 
in files, knives, false keys, or whisky. Many of 
them bring baskets of provisions, fruit, and 
other articles, and the luckier prisoners rec eive 
clean clothing and many little comforts. The 
baskets or packages are carefully searched in 
all cases, and apy one attempting to infringe 
the rules is summarily ejected. 
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FEDERAL FACTS, 


The United States Sub-Treasury redeemed 
$21,000 of subsidiary silver coin yesterday, and 
paid out $9,000 in standard dollars, 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday at 
Collector Harvey’s office footed up $30,503. Of 
this amount, $25,524 was for tax-paid spirits, 
$3,576 for tobacco and cigars, and $462 for 
beer. 


The case against Albert Frederick, of No. 10 
West Randolph street, charged with failing to 
obliterate stamps from spirit packages, was up 
yesterday morning. Both the accused and his 
counsel were on hand, as well as a choice lot of 
witnesses. Frederick’s legal licht. John Wag- 
ner, represented that he had to go out of town 
during the dav, and wanted the case con- 
tinued until Friday. After a deal of talk, 
the request was granted, and all parties began 
to move toward the hall. Now, in the crowd 
was a certain Constable by the name of Emery. 
who, displeasea at something which Wagner 
had said or done, intimated to that worthy that 
he was what is commonly called ashyster. In 
fact, be more than intimated it. He even as- 
sertec it, and added that he was ready to give 
Wagner, etc., etc. The latter suddenly planted 
bis fist in his slanderer’s face, and there was a 
fine prospect of a general blood-letting until 
John Stillwell sailed in, picked Wagner off his 
antagonist, and restored the harmony which 
had before prevailed. 


There have been two or three cases of late 
which have served to call attention to a cir- 
enlar issued by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue last May in refer- 
ence to the duty of Collectors to 
Getain or seize spirits for discrepancy between 
the marks and brands on the packages and the 
actual taxhble contents thereof. The instruc- 
tions contained in that circular were, briefly. to the 
effect that spirits must be gauged and inspected 
with great care, and the packages so marked as 
to show actual proof and contents. Whenever 
an examination of any distiller’s 


sessment had been ;: or, if the parties 
in whose possession — spirits were detained 
desired to pay the assessment in order to get 
possession, the Collector was authorized to re- 
ceive the tax from them, and immediately 
release the goods without waiting for the assess- 
ment to be made, the amount to be reported as 
a Collector for the district in which the tax is 
pavable, and the se‘zing Collector being re- 
quired to notify the Collector of the district in 
which the tax is payable of such collection, in 
order that he might not demand payment from 
the distilier, In case the unlawful excess should 
be so large as to awaken suspicion of fraud, the 
circular further provided that the spirits should 
be seized and reported to the office of the De- 
partment at Washington for instructions as to 
proceeding for their forfeiture. 


The customs officials spent a good part of ves- 
terday in taking an inventory of that lot of 
Havana tobacco seized Monday afternoon at 
Sutter Bros’. warehouse Nos. 46 and 48 Michi- 
gan avenue. They discovered that the lot 
amounted to just 131 bales, the tobacco being 
encased in apparently new gunny-bag wrappers 
which bore none of the requisite Custom-House 
marks. It has also been. discovered that the 
firm practically ceased buying tobacco here some 
time ago, and have since then apparently 
been depending upon the suoply 
from the outside, including, possibly, 
that from Mr. Simpson, of Detroit. 
There is enough of a case to warrant the Dis- 
trict Attorney in filing an information against 
the tobacco, and this he will proceed to do 
either to-day or to-morrow. After that is done 
the firm can, and in all probability will. proceed 
to bond the tobaceo, and the case will take a 
rest until the legal questions involved in the 
matter are settled. The firm assert their entire 
innocence of any wrong-doing, and don’t pro- 
pose to let anvbody asrerse them. 


Superintendent McDowell yesterday received 
the plans of the plastering on the new Custom- 
House which he bas been waiting for so long. 
The lack of these specifications has been 
a serious cause of delay in the work, 
and, now that they have arrived, it is 
probable that the work will be pusbed forward 
and the contracts let as soon as possible. Gen. 
McDowell expects to get the hot-water apparatus 
in working order before the advent of cold 
weather, in which case he will be able to close 
up the windows and continue the work during 
the winter. The work of laying the courses of 
grouting and cement in the basement is nearly 
completed, and the boiler-room will be ready as 
soon as a slight crack in the cement is filled and 
securely stopped. The lathing and furring on the 
ceilings are abont completed and ready for the 
plasterer. The work will begin in the room at the 
southwest corner of the ground floor, and 
when this is finished the Postmaster will be 
moved into it, only to leave it for his permanent 
quarters. The contractors have been furnished 
with all the measurements for the screen-work 
in the Post-Office, and they wili have the work 
done by the end of the year.

THE MANUFACTURERS’ MEETING. 

The brick-manufacturers met yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock in the office of T. & J. D. Tully, 
No. 204 LaSalle street, to discuss the present 
troubies with the brickyard hands, and to de- 
vise ways and means to prevent further trouble 
in the future. Mr. Thomas Tully was chosen 
to preside, and stated that the object of the 
meeting was to form an association, or rather 


reorganize an old one, for the mutual protec- 
tion of the brick-manufacturers. He alluded to 
the present season’s strikes, declared that the 
manufacturers had come down all they could, 
and that there was a limit to this thing, and ex- 
pressed the hope that they, as weil as the work- 
men, would take a decidea stand and insist upon 
their rights. 

Mr. D. V. Purington wanted an organization 
to which each member sbould be firmly bound. 
As it was, there was no concert of action be- 
tween the manufacturers, and the men, seeing 
this, took advantage of it. For one, he would 
agree to shut down work in his yards immedi- 
ately, in case of further strikes, provided al- 
ways that all the other members pledged them- 
selves to do the same. In this way they could 
resist these unjust demands upon them. : 

Similar remarks were made by Mr. Jones, of 
Sexton & Jones, and by Messrs. Harlard, Hayt, 
Alsip, Cash, Downey, McCann, Hoeritz, and 
others. The following resolution was then read 
and unanimously adopted: 

WurnI 8, The laborers in the brickyards of 
this city are the heat bald at the present tithe of 
anv unskilled labor; and 

Wuereas, Any further advance would, in our 
opinion, be detrimental] to the building inte rests; 
therefore, 

Reso'ved, That we hereby pledge ourselves to 
unitedly resist any further demands of our employ- 
es for an advance of wages, and that, rather than 
pay any increase, we will cose our yards. 

To clinch matters and show just what they 
were willing to pay, they adopted the following 
list of prices and agreed to stick to it, come 
what might: Mol@ers, $2.25 per day; dump- 
ers, $2.25; pit-shovelers, $2.50: sanders, $2: 
sand-bovs. $1; truckers, $1.75; drivers, 50 
cents; setters, $2.25; Wheelers, $2; tempers, 
81.87 5; tossers, $2. After doing this much the 
meeting adjourned to meet at the call of the 
Chairman. ’ 


ACCIDENTS. 


A horse attached toa truck owned by Burley 
& Tyrell, and driven by Charles Sykes, left 
hitched to a weight at the corner of Quincy and 
Market streets, walked off into the river at the 
foot of Jackson street, and was drowned before 
any one could rescue him. This was at 11:20 
vesterday morning. The truck was recovered 
some time later, and was found to be uninjured. 


At 8:30 yesterday morning Edward Keefe, an 
oid man 75 years of age, while gathering chips 
at the corner of Lumber and Fourteenth streets, 
on the Northwestern Railroad, was run over by 
engine No. 146. His right arm was crushed off, 
and he received such severe internal injuries 
that he died within an hour. The remains were 
taken to his home, No. 70 West Fifteenth street, 
where he leaves a wife in comfortable circum- 
stances. ’ 


A driver of Toomey’s express No. 1.994 is the 
latest candidate for punishment for reckless 
driving. Yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock, 
as F. W. Wagner, of No. 109 Blue Island avenue, 
was driving west on Van Buren street, near Clin- 
ton, Toomey’s express drove up bebind him. Mr. 
Wagner was going at a leisurely gait, and when 
the driver of the express called upon bim to 
turn out of the street-car track, Mr. Wagner 
attempted todo so, The fellow behind, it is 
charged, drove so recklessly that Mr. Wagner’s 
vehicle was overturned, and himself badly in- 
jured about the body and cut about the head.

BABY-FARMING. 


Death of a Little Waif Pat Out to Nurse. 

Yesterday afternoon a person residing in the 
vicinity of North Robey street and Milwaukee 
avenue informed an officer who was traveling 
that beat that a child had died on the previous 
night at No. 788 North Robey street, under 
what appeared to be peculiar if not mysterious 
circumstances. It was known that the child 
was only a few months old, and that it had 
been brought to the house by a midwife whose 
name was Lange. It seemed also that the par- 
ties, Peter Hauper and his wife, who had charge 
of the child declined to satisfy the 
neighbor’s curiosity as to the parentage of the 
child. In effect, it was alleged that there was 
something queer about the death of the infant,— 
something which the autboritics ought to in- 
vestigate. The officer duly reported what he 
had heard to the Rawson Street Station, and 
later in the dav a reporter heard of the atair. 

About 10 o’clock las night the knight of the 
pencil visited the house of Peter Hauper, No. 
788 North Robey street. A light was burning in the 
front room on the lower floor, and the handle of 
the outer door was bound with crape. Some 
thumping on this door brought to an upper 
window a middie-eged German woman, who, in 
response to inquiries, said that the Hauper’s oc- 
cupied the lower part of the house, and that 
she thought the woman was at home, though 
probably Hauper had gone to werk. But a pro- 
longed and persistent course of knocks failed to 
slicit any response from the folks down-stairs 
und, as it became evident that none of the 
Hauper family were to be interviewed that night 
the reporter applied the knowledge-pump to 
the person at the window. 

She said that the child died on Monday night, 
and that it had been 

AILING FOR SEVERAL WEEKS. 

Sbe bad lived in the house one month, and it 
was sick when she came there. Hauper was a 
blacksmith, working, she thought, on the South 
Side, and they had a family of three boys and 
three girls, the youngest child being 8 months 
old. She believed that Mrs. Hauper got the 
baby from a midwife residing on the North Side, 
when it was very small. Mrs. Hauber had said 
that she didn’t know who the child’s mother 
was, but that she believed it was some girl who 
had got into trouble, and who had to work for 
a living. ‘ 

The reporter asked if any physician bad been 
called in. 

No.“ was the reply, “‘thev had no doctor; 
but anybody can doctor a little baby like that.” 

Do you know what was the cause of death?” 

„No; it was always sickly and weak. It was 
brougbt up on the bottle. and didn’t seem to get 
along well at all. I guess it couldn’t live any- 
how; it was a poor little baby.” 

Did the folks seem kind to it,—did they 
treat it properly! 

„Well. 1 don’t see much of what is going on 
down there. I am on this floor, and they are 
down-stairs, and I have all I can do to attend to 
mv own affairs. But Mra. Hauper could pot ill- 
treat or starve a baby; she is too nice a lady for 
that. No, I guess it was used all right so far as 
I know.”’ 

“How long was the child sick before it 
died?” 4 

„O, it was always sick since 1 have been here. 
It never seemed to get along well. The funeral 
is to be early in the morning, and may be you 
better come round then. I guess the folks will 
be home then. But I beard them talking a 
while ago, and I don’t know why they don’t 
auswer.”’ 

The reporter didn’t know either, for he had 
made noise enough to waken the Seven Sleep- 
ers, and yet no sign of life had been given. So 
be fired a parting fusflade of savage thumps 
upon the helpless door and departed, after having 
elicited from his informant the fact that Mrs. 
Hauper told her shefhad once before taken 3 
child to nurse, and that it bad died. 

The reporter called on Mrs. Lange, No. 5 Rees 
street, where the child was born on May 3, and 
obtained from that lady some alleged facts con- 
cerning the circumstances of the case. 
Lange states that early in April a

and complained of being sick. She made an ex- 
amination of her case and found her enciente. 
She had never seen the woman before, and upon 
inquiry found that she lived in Lake View, and 
that shecalled herself Maria Koll. The girl 
seemed much distressed, and made 
an arrangement to come to her 
house and remain until after her 
confinement. In a few days she came to stay 
with her, andin a week afterwards the child 
was born. The mother andchild remained with 
her for two weeks, when, at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Lange, the infant was given into the 
charge of Mrs. Hauper, who was to receive $3 
per week for its care and sustenance. The 
mother, who gave her age as 21 years, then re- 
turned to her home, ber parents being ignorant 
of what had occurred, aruse having been con- 
cocted by the family physician to caute 
them to think she had deen sent to 
the hospital to be treated for the dropsy. 

in tvo weeks the mother visited Mrs. 

and gave her money with which to pay the 
child’s board, and seemed to be much interested 
in its welfare. During the girl’s stay witu her, 
Mrs. Lange says she informed her that her 
parents were in good circumstances, and that 
the father resided at Waukegan; that he was a 
married man, and that his name was Frank 
Brocht. Lange stated that she 
had Hauper for several 
years, husband formerly 
having occupied the basement storv of her house 
for three years as tenants. She had seen the in- 
fant but once since it had been removed from 
her houseto Mrs. Hauper’s, and then it was not 
looking well, but was thin and pale. The chil- 
dren and family seemed to be very fond of it, 
and wrieved at its death. Mrs. Lange will ap- 
pear at the inquest this morning and repeat 
substantially the foregoing story.

SEWARD AT RICHMOND. 


A Letter Concerulng The Diary of a Pub- 
lic Man in the “North American Re- 


view.’ 


|  Ngewrort, Aug. 13.— To the Hditor of the New 


York Worid: In the World of Sunday, Aug. 10, 
[ read with much interest some reminiscences 
by Mr. Thurlow Weed of the New York Senatorial 
conflict of 1861. In the course of those remin- 
iscences, Mr. Weed makes an allusion to The 
Diary of a Public Man,” a part ot which ap- 
peared in the current August number of the 
North American Review. After speaking with 
interest of that diary in general, Mr. Weed goes 
Ou to say: 

“But that part about Mr. Seward leaving 
Washington at such a time to dine with promi- 
nent citizens of Richmond struck me as particu- 
larly interesting. I have been thinking about 
it a good deal. One of Mr. Seward’s sons was 
here at breakfast the other dav, and I was going 
to mention it to him, but I forgot all about it. 
I can say, however, that no man was more ioti- 


mate with Mr. Seward ia those times than I was. 
and if he accepted such an invitation to go to 
Richmond I am sure I never knew of it. I can 
think of no occasion for his visiting Richmond 
for such a purpose at thattime. I was in al- 
most constant communication with him, and 1 
am ivclined to thidk that the story is not true, 
although I cannot possibly derv it. 

It is plain from these observations that Mr. 
Weed labors under a misapprehension as to the 
mean of the pasaage in The Diary of a Pub- 
lie Man to which he refers, and, as the matter 
bas thus been brought into discussion through 
your columns, I venture toask you for an op- 
portunity of clearing it up. I will de as brief 
as possible. The passage of the“ Diary“ re- 
ferred to by Mr. Weed bears date Feb. 8, 1561. 
In it the diarist comments upon the singular con- 
fidence in Mr. Seward shown by the leading 
Virginians then attending the peace confer- 
ences at Washington, and refers directly toa 
conversation had by himselfon that day with 
one of the most eminent of these Virginians, 
the late Mr. Seddon. This is the passage: 

‘Pep, 8, 1861.—I can anticipate nothing from 
the Peace Convention. The Virginians are driv- 
ing things, as I told Mr. Seddon to-day, much 
too vebemently; and the whole affair already 
assumes the aspect rather of an attempt to 
keep Virginia from seceding than of a settled 
effort to form a bridge for the return of 
the already seceded States. Nor am 1 
at all reassured by his singular confidence 
in Mr. Seward, and his mystcrious allusions to 
the skillful plans which Mr. Seward is maturing 
for an adjustment of our difficulties. He obvi- 
ously has no respect for Mr. Seward’s character, 
and in fact admitted to me to-day as much, tell- 
ing meastory of Mr. Seward’s visit to Rich- 
mond, and of a dinner there given by a gentle- 
man of distinction whose name he mentioned, 
but it has e¢caped me. At this dinner, accora- 
ing to Mr. Seddon, a number of geutlemen were 
invived to meet Gov. Seward expressly because 
of their greater or less known sympathy with 
what were regarded as his strong views on the 
subject of slaverv. Among these was Mr. Ben- 
jamin Watkins Leigh, a man conspicuous for 
the courageous way in which be maintained the 
ground that gradual emancipation was the pol- 
icy which Virginia ought to adopt. I noted this 
name particularly, because, in mentioning it, 
Mr. Seddon said: Leigh couldu't come, and it 
was well be couldn’t, for be was such an old 
Trojan that if Gov. Seward had made the avow- 
al before him which be made before the rest of 
the company I believe Leigh would have been 
hardly restrained from insulting him on the 

6. 

„This avowal was in effect as follows: After 
dinner, in the general conversation, some one 
venturing to ask Gov. Seward howhe could 
utter officially what the Virginians regarded as 
such truculent language in regard to the way 
in which New York should treat Southern recla- 
mations for runaway slaves, Gov. Seward threw 
himself back in his chair, burst out laughing 
violentiy. and said: Is it possible you gentle- 
men suppose I believe any such —— nonsense 
asthat? It’s all very well, and in fact it’s nec- 
essary to be said officially up therein New York 
for the benefit of the voters, but surely we ought 
to be able to underst:nd each better over a din- 
ner-table!’ Now it doesn’t matter in the least 
whether Mr. Seward did or did not say just this 
in Richmond. Something he must have said 
which makes it possible for sucha story to be 
told and believed of him by men like Mr. Sea- 
don; and it is a serious public misfortune at 
such a time as this that such stories are told and 
believed by such menof the man who appa- 
rently is to control the first Repubiican Admin- 
istration in the face of the greatest difficulties 
any American Administration has ever been 
called upon to enconnter.”’ 

It will be seen that the diarist savs nothing 
of a visit of Mr. Seward to Richmond “at the 
time when he was writing. He sneaks of an 
incident told to him as having occurred during 
a visit paid by Mr. Seward to Richmond without 
ju any way svecifying the time when that visit 
was paid. Having no knowledge of my owu on 
the subject, aud having heard from several per- 
sons that Mr. Seward never paid any visit at all 
to Richmond. I was naturally a little anxious to 
learn how this really was, especially when I saw 
this story cited iu a New York journal as posi- 
tively proving that the diarist could not be re- 
lied on, Mr. Seward never havinz dined in Rich- 
mond at all. I therefore consulted the volume 
of Mr. Seward's autobiograoby and letters pub- 
lished by bis son. There, at page 773, 1 found 
Mr. Seward, iu a letter from Baltimore, giving 
an account vf a visit to Richmond and of the 
politeness there shown him, and mentioning, 
among the persons whom he bad met, Mr. 
Leigh, alluded to in Mr. Seddon’s story, and Mr. 
James Lyons. The latter gentleman, | found, 
was still living in Richmond, of whicn he has 
long been a distinguished citizen, and I accord- 
ingty took the liberty of writing to him on 
the subject. In reply he has obliginglv sent me 
a letter on Foreign Recognition of the Confed- 
erate States, which by a happy chance, it seems, 
has just been published in the current number 
for August, 1879, of the Southern Historical So- 
ciety Papers at Richmond, in which I find the 
following passage: 

“Soon after Mr. Seward left the Gubernato- 
rial chair of New York he went to Washington 
to argue a cause in the Supreme Court (ue told 
me, I think, that it was a pateut case), and from 
Washington he came to Richmond. Mr. Web- 
ster, with whom it was my good fortune to hold 
the most cordial relations,. — ind a man of 
larger heart and more genial nature I never 
kuew,—wrote me avery warm letter of introduc- 
tion by him, and I entertained him at my bouse 
at nicht because he said he had not time to stay 
to dinner next day. Mr. Stanard, Mr. Leig 
Mr. Johnson, and all the prominent lawyers o 
Richmond and many others were in- 
vited to meet him. In the course 
of the evening, when Mr. Seward 
and * — were sitt on a sofa, 
Messrs. Stanard and Leigh, who were among 
Seward’s green ones, being on the opposite side 
of the room, the conversation turned upon the 
annexation of Texas, then lately disposed of, 
and I said to Mr. Seward, ‘Governor, may I 
ask you one question?’ Oh. as many as you 
please,’ was the reply. I then said: ‘Did you 
confide in the opinion [which as Governor of 
New York be had put forth, viz.:] that it was 
unconstitutional to annex Texas 

laugh he replied: ‘O no: I was 
to 


me he was, ‘with the consent of the North and 
peace with Mexico,’ when he explained his 
Dilan tome of dividmg Texas into three free 
and two slave States. But that night fixed my 
ovinion of Mr. Seward as a man destitute of 
all public principle, and I never spoke to him 
afterwards, except once. perforce almost, in the 
library of the Supreme Court.“ 

From this I think vou will admit it to be clear, 
not oniv that Mr. Seward did visit Richmond, 
and did there meet with civilities such as those 
alluded to by Mr. Seddon in his conversativo 
with the “‘diarist,’’ but also that he certainly 
made there remarks which gave Mr. Lyons 
precisely the impression which the “ diarist ” 
tells us Mr. Seddon also seemed to entertain of 
his character as a public man. Whether Mr. 
Seddon’s story was an inaccurate version of 
that told by Mr. Lrons, or referred to another 
conversation on another occasion during this 
visit of Mr. Seward to Richmond, I, of course, 
can form no judgment, nor is it important. But 
I hope you will agree with me that this fortu- 
itous confirmation on such a point of the good 
faith of the diarist, a part of whose journals

ASTRONOMICAL. 


Russia Ambitious ef Having the Riggest 
Telescope—Prof. Otto Struve’s Visit to 
the Naval Observatery. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—Prof. Otto 

Struve, the eminent astronomer in charge of the 

Russian Observatory at Pulkowa, near St. Pe- 

tersburg, accompanied by his son, Hermano, 

has arrived in Washington for the purpose of 
inspecting the United States Naval Observatory 
and testing the power of the great equatorial 
telescope. The object of his visit to the United 

States is to make arrangements for the con- 

struction of a telescope for the Russian Observa- 

tory, the disk of which sball be up to the very 
limit of vision, and as large as the firm of Alvan 

Clarke & Co., of Cambridge, Mass., can make, it 

being the desire of the Russian Government to 


mount an instrument which will not only put the 


Pulkowa Observatory at the head of astronom- 
ical institutions, but which will enable it to 
maintain this position for all future time. Prof. 
Struve spent the dav at the Naval Observatory, 
and was called upon this evening bya number 
of our prominent officials, It was his purpose 
to spend the night at the Observatory testing 
the great telescope, but. unfortunately, the 
weather was not clear, a thunder-storm darken- 
ing the heavens until after midnight. In con- 
versation with the represeutative of the //era’d, 
Prof. Struve explained the object of bis visit to 
this country at some length. and in good Eu- 
glish. In appearance he reminds one of the late 


George Peabody. Though now 60 years of age, 


he hopes to live many years vet—at least long 
enough to see the ambition of his Government 
fullv attained. He said that some vears ago the 
late Emperor Nicholas expressed the determi- 
pation to put the Russian Observatory at the 
head of astronomical institutions, and to that 
end the Government bad spent money without 
stint. The Emperor took a deep interest in 
the success of the Observatory, and went so 
far as to say that Puikowa shauld de 
so provided that no other nation could ever 
excel it. The construction of the great equi- 
noctial telescope for the Washington Observa- 
tory, with its twenty-six-inch disk, clear of the 
mountings, was such an advance in the way of 
enlarging the power of observation that it be- 
came questionable whether so large a disk 
added apvthing to the facilities of the astron- 
omer. The lens at the Russian Observatory is 
oniy fifteen inches in diameter, and it has been 
found, by careful examination, that there is no 
instrument in the European observatories that 
excels it, and but one that equals it. For many 
years it was the largest in the world. The 
Professor said that he had made the tour of in- 
spection himself, bad visited every observatory 
of note in Europe. and now came the test 
whether the great telescope at the Naval Observ- 
atory was suoerior to the one in use at Newcas- 
tle, England, and the one at Pulkowa. Of 
course he did not doubt its superiority, “but 
what we are after,” said he, “is to carry the 
size of the disk to the extreme limit 
at which it can be made  serviceabie.” 
The theoretical idea was that a glass 
could be cast for grinding which would vield a 
disk between thirty-two and thirty-six inches, 
and it is to make arrangements to fulfill the 
oft-expressed desire of the Emperor Nicholas 
that be bad come to this country to confer with 
the celebrated makers of the naval equatorial 
telescope. Prof. Newcomb was of the opinion 
that a class could be made serviceable with an 
averture of thirty-six inches, and have a corre- 
spondingly increased power of penetrating 
space. Whether the Clarkes will be able to 
make such a Class was for future consideration. 
The rough disk bad to be cast in Birmingham or 


Paris, and that was an undertaking requiring 


the greatest care and skill, for the sligatest flaw 
would make it worthless. All that he could add 
was that his mission to the United States was 
an agreeable one. After spending the time 
necessary for his observations here he should 
proceed to Cambridge, and, if time permitted. 
he hoped to be at the session of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
which meets at Saratoga the latter part Of this 
month. 

Prof. Asaph Hall, in charge of the great tele- 
scope, has kindiy afforded the distinguished 
visitor every facility for using the instrument. 
As might be supposed, the scientists of Wasb- 
ington are somewhat chagrined at the announce- 
ment that the Russian Governmentis making 
provision to secure the largest telescove that 
can be made. At present ours is the king of 
astronomical instruments. The Clarkes are 
completing a disk of the same size [for a centie- 
man in Chicago|, the mountings of which will 
give an increased aperture over the naval! tele- 
scope of one-halfinch. There is some doubt 
expreesed about the Clarkes attempting to 
make a disk of over thirty inches in diameter in 
the clear, and itis understood they would pre- 
fer not to undertake a larger glass until such a 
one has been testea.

IRISH OBSTRUCTIONISTS 


Sketches of the Men Who Worry the 
House of Commons---Their Al- 
lies and Recruits. 


Concessions Gained Through Their Policy 
from the Tory Ministry—How Ire. 
land Regards Their System, 


New York Herald, Aug. 17. 

“Must we admit that Parliament is becoming 
inefficient as a legislative machine?” was the 
question that the London Times propounded to 
the English people about a month ago. This 
is a remarkable question, and it gains in sicnifi- 
cance from the fact that the entire press of the 
United Kingdom has for some weeks been de- 
voting much consideration to the possible failure 
of the most cherished of British institutions. 
The whole nation at present contemplates with 
anger and dismay the shortcomings of the 
House of Commons, for it is from the heart of 
that body that the trouble arises, and the Tory 
Ministers are at their wits’ end to find some 
means of overcoming perhaps the greatest do- 
mestic difficulty that an English Ministry has 
bad to encounter since the Constitution took its 
present shape. The truth is, that during the 
current session of Parliament public business 
has been almost at a standstill; all private bills 
have had to be sacrificed to make time for meas- 
ures of political urgency, ‘And yet,” says the 
Times, “scarcely one in ten of the Ministerial 
measures has even 3 chance of life, and it 
seems probable, from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s statement (made a couple of 
weeks ago), that the Army Discipline bill, 
if it passes in time, will be almost the 


sole legislative fruit of the. session.” This 
does not arise from any weakness of the Minis- 
try. Their party is strong in Parliament and 
the country, but the wheels of the parliament- 
ary machine are deadlocked. There is a diffi- 
culty simply in effecting the mere mechanical 
process of carrying the measures through the 
House of Commons; and this difficulty, it is 
almost needless to say, is entirely the work of 
the little group of Irish members, who have 
earned for themselves the title of “ obstruc- 
tionists.’’ 

When the filibustering policy was inaugurated. 
a couple of sessions ago, the public stood aghast 
to see leaders of their Legislature baited and 
the work of the House of Commons delayed 
whole nights by a few comparatively unknown 
members, who seemed to lack the confidence 
even of the Home-Rule body, to which they 
claimed to belong. At that time the obstruc- 
tionist party proper numbered only four men. 
But with that strength thev occupied whole 
hours in discussion and divided the House 
night after night, and often many times in a 
night, while bour after hour was spent in angry 
and futile discussions. Last year the nul 
sance” grew to such a pitch that the time- 
honored rules of the House were altered, and 
arrangements were made to restrain the 
bigh!y-prized liberty, of speech in a manner nev- 
er before teard of. The obstruetion was, how- 
ever, in no way checked, and this vear, says the 
Times, it has reached a climax. e party pow 
controls almost thirty votes in the House of 
Commons, and. much to the‘disguat of all rigid 
parliamentarians, has more than once of late 
days found notable English members fighting in 
its cause. 

THRE LEADER OF THE PARTY. 

Notwithstanding the accession of members 
and power to the ranks of the Irish filibusters 
the same men who first conceived and carried 
out the system which, to say the least, has 
proved so vexatious o the two great parties 
and their leaders, have succeeded in maintain- 
ing their position as the chief exponents of the 
policy that they have invented. Messrs. Par- 
neil, Biggar, O’Donnell, and O’Connor Power 
are still the chief obstructionists, and still take 
the leading partin the fracasses which from 
time to time convert the Lower House into a 
sort of bear garden. ‘They are all four remark- 
able men, gifted with wonderful courage and 
resolution, and have, with their followers, 
gained at present as much notoriety probably as 
any persons in the British Empire. Charles Stew- 
art Parnell. in some resovects the most prominent 
of the obstructionista, belongs to a very good 
Irish family, whose members have been for sev- 
eral generations identified with the Nationalist 
eause. Theline begias with a patriotic and 
meritorious poet of the seventeenth century. 
His grandnephew Sir Joun Parnell, was the 
head of the family, living about the end of the 
last century, and he was one of the most bitter 
opponents of the Act of Union” which fused 
the Irish and English Parliaments into one bodv. 
His son, Sir John Parnell, also opposed this act, 
but was afterward elected member of the Im- 
peria! Legislature, and there always took a most 
liberal stand in the discussion of Irish affairs. 
He was a strenuous advocate of Catholic eman- 
cipation, and year after year presented the 
„Cat holie Petition” to the House of Commons 
after the emancipation party quarreled with the 
distinguished Henry Grattan. This Parnell was 
afterwards raised to the Peerage under the title 
of Lord Congleton, and the present head of the 
line bears that title. Charles Stewart Parnell, 
the obstructionist, is also a grandson of Admiral 
Stewart of the American navy, who died about 
ten years ago, full of years and of honors which 
he gathered in the war of 1812. In fact, it was 
owing to his efforts that all the naval suc- 
cesses of that war were obtained by the 
United States, as he and Capt. Bain- 
bridge were chiefly instramentai in getting 
the squadron sent to sea. He was also the com- 
mander of the Constitution, and won in common 
with that vessel the sobriquet of * Old Iron- 
sides.“ His daughter, Mrs. Parnell, and the 
Misses Parnell, at present live at the Stewart 
homestead at Bordentown, N. J. Mr. C. 8. 
Paruell's residence is Avondale, County Wick- 
low, Ireland, where be owns a handsome prop- 
erty. He also owns factories in the same coun- 
ty. He is about 32 years old, and is tall, slight, 
and handsome, with a fair complexion. He is 
remarkable for his wonderful coolness in de- 
bate, his perseverance, courage, and evergy. It 
wes owing to his remarkable possession of the 
last-named quality that the election of Mr. 
Finnegan was secured iu the recent Ennis elec- 
tion. He possesses an excellent general educa- 
tion, which he obtained at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge. He sits in Parliament for Meath 
County. A remarkable feature in his method 
of opposition is that he never loses his temper 
or his presence of mind. and is never rude to 
his antagonists. He will delay the House for 
hours over trivial points; he will rise to speak 
on some side issue time and agaitf; he will move 
an adjournment ten times in an evening, but 
always with a smile, and will always preface his 
remarks with a few words of apparent concilia- 
tion and deprecation. 

MR. PARNELL’S LIEUTESNANTS. . 

Second in importance to Mr. Parnell stands 
Mr. Francis O' Doauell, the Vice-President and 
Honorary Secretary of the Home-Rule Associa- 
tion. He ig about 30 years old, a graduate of 
the Queen's University of Ireland, and member 
for Dungarvan. He is not a man of property 
and lives by bis pen, finding a ready market for 
his well-informed and pointedly written arti- 
cles in the English reviews and magazines. As 
a literary man he bas acquired an unusual fund 
of knowledge concerning the British colonies 
and foreign affairs, and by means of his infor- 
mation on these subjects bas been able to give 
much trouble to the Ministry in the discussion 
of questions whereon the average member hard- 
ly trusts himself to speak. He has made him- 
self manv enemies in the House by the general 
contemptuous insolence of his demeanor. He 
wears a Elass, and when he rises to address the 
House sticks itin his eve and casts a scornful 
glance over the Tory benches, which is in itself 
an insult to bis opponents all the more bitter 
because it is impossible for them to resent 
or even notice it. Me made _himseif 
very unpopular with his own party for 
a long time by taking the side of the 
Ministers against Russia and the Siavonic 
principalities that were struggling for liberty, 
but latterly he has recovered ground, and now 
keeps silence wherever he cannot agree with his 
colleagues. He is an excellent speaker, thoagh, 
perhaps, inclined to be florid in his language, 
and is a perfect master of satire. So, indeed, is 
Mr. Joseph G. Biggar. Mr. Biggar nas the mis- 
fortune of being much deformed. A dwarf in 
stature, bunchbacked. and with a curiously- 
shaped head, he has yet so far overcome these 
nacural disadvantages as to become a popular 
leader among his fellow-countrymen and a 
hated opponent to the anti-home-Rule por ion 
of the Parliamentary body. He has a peculiarly 
strident v with the strong provincial accent 
of the North of Ireland, and it has been re- 
marked that his speeches have on his adversaries 
something of the effect produced by the sharp- 
ening ofa saw. He has not any very profound 
knowledge of politics, but possesses an acute 
mind and sbrewd practical common sense, with 
a self-possession and strong convictions.

cellent debater, and almost indispensable to

OCCASIONAL OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 

In addition to these four leaders there are 
many men of prominence belonging to the ex- 
treme section of the Home-Rule party. whose 
names have come to be much identified with 
the doings of the obstructionists. Among them 
one of the most remarkable is Maj. John Philtp 
Nolan, the “whip” of the Home-Rulers, and 
a gentiewan who has earned much distinction 
as an officerin the Royal Artillery. He is ro- 
garded asone of the most scientific officers in 
the service. Mai. Purcell O’Gorman is another 
good soldier, a good Parliamentary speaker, and 
a scion of a very distinguished line. Mr. 
O Maboney, a neohew of the well-known Father 
Prout, and one of the cleverest political satirists 
of the day, has introduced him into one of his 
novels, and makes him utter the rebellious 
sentiment, “ That the only honest piace for an 
Irishman to be is in the dock ’’—that is, of 
course, for a political offense. Nevertheless, 
the Major is now in Parliament for Waterf 
and, what is more. has the ear of the House o 
Commons. Whenever he begios to speak all 
members within reach crowd in, for he illus- 
trates his remarks with droll stories. He is 
cousin of Richard O’Gorman, the well- 
known New York lawyer; ig about 5S 

old, and gained his com mission 
in the East India Compauv's service. As 
for Mr. A. M. Sullivan. he is neither obstruc- 
tionist nor anti-obstructionist. He endeavors 
tobe both. He has long been more or less 
mixed up with the national movements, and 
few men bave incurred more hostility from the 
advanced party than he has from time to time 
drawn upon himself. This was particularily the 
case while he was editor of the Dublin Nation, 
wherein he attacked the Fenian movement and 
its leaders with great virulecce. He has writ- 
ten two books, the “Story of Ireland” and 
New Ireland.” Inthe former he adopted 
the tone almost of a Rebel, and anathematized 
Dermot McMurrougb, Henry VIII., Queen 
Elizabeth, Cromwell, and Lord Castlereagh. He 
represented the Irish as an oppressed and down- 
trodden people, but destined to pay the Briton 
back in his own coiu some day or other. in the 
other book he tooka much milder tone,—so 
mild, indeed, that those who do pot like him 
claim that he wrote it to gain the favor of the 
upper classes of English society. As a matter 
of fact, he has transferred his residence to that 
country. aud, having turned the Nation 
over to his brother, a clever poet, be 
has taken his place at the English Bar 
with good prospects of success. He is a man 
of marked abilities, and has risen by his 
talents from & much lower station thar that 
which henow occupies. But quite the most 
eccentric of the faction is the O’Gorman Mahon. 
When the Home-Rule Conference took place in 
Dublin in 1873 this pow venerable gentleman 
had been living in retirement for full twenty- 
five years. But when the agitation for a sep- 
arate Parliament began to gain power he reap- 
peared in the arena of politics, and soon took a 
leading part. as of old, in the national cause. 
He is a native of the County Clare, and one of 
the largest property-owners therein. His fami- 
ly, an old and noble one, has long been held in 
affection by the peoble, and it was in no small 
degree due to his great prestige in his native 
county that the Catholics effected the election 
to Parliament of O'Connell in 1828—au event 
which forced the passage of the Emancipation 
act.“ At that time O’Gorman used to dress in 
elothes of green and white silk, and at the Clare 
election he took a seat among the beams that 
supported the ceiling of the Court-House, and 
from that lofty station set the High Sheriff of 
the county at deflance. Ata dinner which he 
attended in 1873 the eonversation turned on 
dueling, and tbe practice was condemned iu 
no sparing terms. A _ clergyman present 
feared that O'Gorman, who had been a 
principal in thirteen duels micht be offended, 
and accordingly began to make some apologies, 
saying that the person who received a challenge 
was never so blamabie as he who sent one, but 
the old fire-eater burriedly rose and said, ‘*Gen- 
tlemen, I feel bound to declare. on my honor as 
a geutleman, that though unfortunatelr i have 
beeu manv times the principal in a hotile meet- 
ing, I was always the challenger.“ Roars of 
laughter greeted these words and the discom- 
fited subsidence of the reverend apologist. 

THE RESULTS OF OBSTURCTION. 

These men have been able to match the strong- 
est debaters of the House on the ground of Par- 
liamentary sbarp practice and keen exchange of 
personalities, while they have never failed to 
play a creditable part in the discussion of broad 
questions of State policy, whether domestic or 
foreign. Mr. Parnell, Mr. Biggar, Mr. O’Uon- 
nor Power, and Mr. Callan,” says the Pall Ma’! 
Gazette, ** began and conducted almost to its 
close the movement which has ended in a revo- 
lution in the British army. We know plainly 
what the Irish gentlemen-we have named are 
aiming at. They would esteem it poor flat- 
tery if we affected to suppose that 
they wished weil to the military power 
of Great Britain. In fact. they wish it 
all manner of evil. for it is the mainstay of an 
empire which: they detest and which they are 
banded together to divide. They have had 
many successes, but this is the greatest. They 
have defied the House of Commons; they have 
attacked the Speaker; they have brought the 
British Constitution into contempt. At one 
time those who hated or feared our institutions 
confined themselves to urging that they were 
not fitted for other countries; now our institu- 
tions are laughed at as having broke down their 
original home. It remained for the trish gen- 
tlemen to strike a blow at our military organi- 
zation; ani thew have succeeded. They have 
succeeded, it is just to say, by manfullv facing 
every sort of discouragement. The Ministry, 
which treated them with contempt, bas been 
cowed by them: Lord Hartington and Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt denounced them, but at length 
they follow Mr. Biggar and copy Mr. Parnell. 
It may be added that the indirect infinence of 
these Irish gentlemen is almost as great as their 
direct authority. It is thev who have inairectiy 
produced the Irish University bil! of the Gov- 
ernment.” The repeal of the Convention act 
and the passage of the Irish Volunteer bill 
through the Commons are also among their 
triumphs. 

THE FUTURE OF THE SYSTEM. 

What will be the future of obstruction it is 
impossible to prophesy. Its advocates claim 
that, in the general election which must take 
place after the next session of Parliament, its 
ranks will be increased to formidable propor- 
tions. It is said that as manv constituencies 
will elect pledged obstructionists as can be pro- 
vided with suitable candidates of that pereua- 
sion. It is claimed that the so-called “new 
departure of last year, though never formally 
ratified, has done much good iu uniting all sec- 
tions of the national party and restoring a senti- 
ment of aggression in the people. The land 
disturbances which are now so threatening will, 
it is shown, add difficulty to the position of the 
Government, and will render more popular than 
ever their most bitter opponents. In short, 
Irish Nationalists assert that the experience of 
the Ennis coutest will be often repeated in the 
near future, and that the scenes that have here- 
tofore taken place on the floor of the Commons 
are yet to be surpassed by atill more remarkable 
demonstrations. Of course the Government 
and the press threaten strong measures if the 
hindrances to business continue, and if some 
peaceful solution of the home-rule problem 1s 
not soon found, it seems certain that a very bit- 
ter contest is soon to be waged between the 
Irish National party and the Imperial Ministry.

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A TALK WITH GEN. LEE. 


His Opinion of Grant, Sherman, and Sheri- 
dan—An Ohio Chapiain’s Report of a Con- 
versation Held in April, 1865. 

The Cincinnati Commercial prints a long story 
by the ex-Chaplain of an Ohio regiment, detail- 
ing his impressions received in an interview held 
with the late Gen. Robert E. Lee at the time 
Gen. Sherman’s army was marching through 
Richmond. We quote from it as follows: 

J conversed with him upon a variety of sub- 
jects, upon all of which he expressed opinions. 
He was very positive in his convictions, and 
seemed to have weighed every sentence with 
studied care. The telegraph wires having re- 
cently announced the news of Lincoln’s assas- 
sination, this naturally was the first subject of 
conversation. In speaking of the martrred 
President, he said: ‘The death of that eminent 
citizen has filled me with horror. If there were 
blemishes in his character, his life exhibited 
some splendid and rare virtues. He was 
one of the most extraordinary men that 
ever lived im our country. His heart 


was grand and large. He was constitu- 
tionally pensive. Had he been spared, the 
South would be treated with bonorabie pro- 
priety and with a gallant generosity; good-will 
and friendliness would have marked his treat- 
ment of the South.’ He pronounced Booth ‘a 
cowardly ruffian’; that all the tragic machinery 
of the globe, that all the instruments of civil 
rage could not produce so fine a demon; that 
the soldiers of the Southern army and the peo- 
pie regard the murder of Lincoln not only as a 
crime against our Christian civilization and our 
common humasity, but that his loss at this 
moment wes a terrible blow to the van- 
quished, who would have to bear the re- 
sponsibility of the cruel, cold-blooded assassi- 
nation; that the spirit of clemency, moderation, 
and of conciliation displayed by the President 
were virtues not to be found in his saccessor. 
Loet the avenger’s arms,’ he tinued to sav, 
with eyes moistened with tears, fall upon the 
guilty. Should this be the course adopted by 
the authorities at Wasington, their greatest vic- 
torv is yet before them’; that a more shining 
pace in their annals would be written, and that 
the sublimest example of magnanimity and se! f- 
government would be set. 

To my question, Do vou think the Rebeil- 
fon is ended?’ be replied, very emphaticallv; 
Les, sir; and bad it not been for the poli- 
ticians, it would never have been commenced.’ 
The politicians to whom he referred were Davis, 
Yancey, Breckinridge, and Toombs, and others 
whose names he mentioned. He went on to 
say: ‘I was opposed to the War at the outset. 
l wept when I heard of the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter. I sought retirement so that I 
might not bear or see any of the political lead- 
ers, the great end and aim of whose statesman- 
sbio was to precipitate the havoc that subse- 
quently swept their fleids and cities. But when 
Virginia, mv nefive State, seceded, there was 
only one course me to pursue, namely, to 
follow her fortunes.’ 

Gen. Lee adverted to the character of Grant, 
of whom he spoke in the most friendly words 
and terms. Heascrided to him the possession 
of the noblest attributes of American mashuod, 
and that he possessed all the requisites and tal- 
ents for the organization of armies. At the 
present hour, wher not a few appretensive meu 
and reckless partisans are charging the illustrious 
ex-President with Casarism, and with desperate 
ambitions to overthrow the Government, it will 
be some satisfaction to his many triends to re- 
call the high estimate in whict he was held 
by the Southern chieftain. In thé generous 
terms accorded to the impoverished South, 
Grant won for himself imperishable renown, and 
they furnish a shining example of how bravely 
he could fight his country’s battles, and of how 
nobly he could sympathize with the vanquished. 
In no quarter of the world has there been such 
magnaoiaty as that displayed by Grant, and 
of all the laurels won by our mighty Captain in 
our immortal struggle, the greenest and fresn- 
est of them all is his splendid conduct to Lee 
and his soldiers. ‘I wish,’ said Gen. Lee, ‘to 
do simple justice to Gen. Grant, when I say 
that his treatment of the Army of Southern Vir- 
ginia is without a parallel in the history of 
the civilized world. When my poor soldiers, 
with famished faces, had neither food nor rai- 
ment, it was then that Gen. Grant immediate! 
issued the humane order that 40,000 rations 
should be furnished to the impoverished 
troops. And that was not all of his magnanim- 
— I was giving directions to one of my staff 
officers, when making out the list of things to 
be surrendered, to include the horses. At that 
moment Gen. Grant, who seemed to be paving 
no attention to what was ctranspiring, quickly 
said: No, no, Gem Lee, not a borse—not 
one,—keep them all! Your people wiil need 
them for the spring crops!”’’ 

“it was a scene never to be forgotten to 
watch Lee’s manner, when, with a spirit of 
chivalry equal to bis skill and gallantry, he told, 
with moistened eves, this and many other in- 
stances of the magnanimity so nobiy displaved 
by his illustriousrival. Ihe conversation turned 
to Gen. Sberman. The Southern papers were 
criticising very sharply Sherman’s march through 
Georgia and the Carolinas, and I asked Gen. 
Lee what his views were of the great flanker. 
He said, in substance: ‘It has been observed 
that there is a0 character so uniformly bright 
as not to possess some dark stains; 
but while we assent to the general truth 
of this observation, that charity which 
hopeth all things should lead us to be- 
lieve that there are no hearts so darkly vicious 
as not to be illumined by some beams of the 
licht of virtue. To suppose Sherman an excep- 
tion to this rule would be illiberal. The un- 
bounded license which he allowed bis soldiers in 
the States of Georgia and the Carolinas has 
greatly exaggerated the borrors of war. Asa 
strategist and commander of men, Sherman has 
displayed the highest order of military geuius. 
Throughout his recent campaign, when he had 
to pass through an uaknown conntry, cross 
rivers, support his troops, etc., he certainly ex- 
hibited a singleness of purpose, a fertility of re- 
source, which wius him a high place among the 
famous soldiers of history. He seemsto be cool 
without apathy, cautious without being dila- 
tory, patient without being disvirited, 
personally brave, but never rash. Judged bv 
Napoleon's test, Who did ali mat!“ he is, in 
my opinion, among the most successful of the 
Federal officers who have viayed a prominent 
part in the history of the war.“ f 

„In the course of the conversation he spoke 
of Sheridan as a most brilliant and magoetic 
commander. I asked him who was the greatest 
of the Federal Generals. Iodeed, sir, I have 
nv hesitation in saying Gen. Grant. Both as a 
gentleman and an organizer of victorious war, 
Gen. Grant hath exceiled all your most noted 
soldiers. He has exbibited more true courage, 
more real greatness of mind, more consum- 
mate prudence from the outset, and more be- 
roic bravery than anv one on your side.’ 

“One topic of our conversation was the for- 
eign element in both armies. Speaking of the 
Irish, he declared with considerable feeling that 
the South could not reconcile with their notions 
of consistency and honor how Northern Irish- 
men, who were so desperately aud violently pp- 
posed to the thralldom o/ Britain,—the wrobg¢s 
of Ireland being as mosquito-bites by the side of 
the enormous injuries which had been inflicted 
dy the North on the South,—how liberty-loving 
Irishmen could fight against the South- 
ervers contending for independence 
equality of .

The Startling Experience of Gen. Bouton< 
Good Use of a Pistol. 
Colton ( Cal.) demi - Tropic. 

Reports of the adventure of Gen. Bouton with 
highwaymen near San Jacinto have been coming 
in for some days, but the General himself has 
now arrived. Gen. Bouton was Chief of Artil- 
lery under Gen. Sherman, who speaks of him as 
having a record as an artillery officer unsur- 
passed in the world.

Oats closed firmer, at 23%{c for the month, 23%e 
for September, and 24ic for October. Rye was 
about e higher, at 491¢c seller the month and 
Mie for September. Barley was firmer, 
the nominal quotation being 76@80c for Septem- 
ber. Hogs were fairly active and steady, at 
$3.60@3.90 for light and $3.15@3.65 for heavy. 
Cattle were in fair demand and firmer, with sales

Wheat was advanced by a better demand for 
spot. There were several purchases believed 
to be on exporgprders, and some parties were 
buying future? on New York account, which 
was perhaps because some figuring on the lowa 
crop has resulted in estimates that the yield in 
that State will be only 9@11 bu per.acre. Corn 
was reported firmer in England, and the smaller 
receipts bere enabled holders to insist upon an 
advance, both wheat and corn being helped by 
the decline in lake freights. Oats and rye were 
firmer, in sympathy with corn, and barley was 
held higher, with no transactions reported. 

The dry-goods trade continues to show steady 
improvement. The attendance of buyers is on 
the increase, and there is also a growing mail- 
order business. Prices remain steady aud firm. 
There was a tair movement in boots and shoes, 
and the market again presented a decidedly 
firm tone. Higher prices are looked tor py-and- 
by. The grocery market bad no specially new 
features. Trade was reported good, with prices 
ruling firm throughout the list. Nothing new 
was developed in the market for butter and 
cheese. Dried fruits continue active, with 
prices firm and advancing. Fish remained quict 
and unchanged. Lake fish were easy, while 
saltwater descriptions were firm. A good de- 
mand for tobocco was reported at strong prices, 
Oils were in fair request, with carbon held Ve 
higher. Bagging, leather, coal, and wood were 


‘unchanged. 


The lumber market was firm, the yard sales 
being large, while meagre offerings prevented 
much trade at the docks. Cargo piece-stuff 
was quoted firmer. Hardware and metals were 
quoted firm, under a brisk demand and in svm- 
pathy with iron, which is now quoted at the late 
outside rate. The sales of wool, broom-corn, 
and hay were light. Seeds were in fair demand, 
timothy being a shade easier. Poultry was 
plentier and rather slow, but not quotably low- 
er. Green fruits were in good request for local 
consumption and sbipment, and generally 
steady. Game is coming forward slowly. 

Lake freights were active at the decline of 
late the previous eveuing, carriers being more 
willing to take hold at the reduction. Corn to 
Buffalo was taken at 4c, and wheat to do was 
quoted at 44,@4%¢c. The through rate to New 
England was quoted at lic, and the lake and 
canal rate to New York at 11@11c on corn.

The first cargo of flax to be shipped from this 
port in bulk has been taken for the sehr Owasco. 
The charter for about 22,000 bu was made last 
week on the basis of the then ruling rate for 
corp. The lake shipments of flax have hitherio 
been in sacks on steamers. This crop is now 
becoming such an important one ip the West 
that dealers can get enough seed in a sbort time 
to make up big lots, and as the lake rates are 
cheapest it is not unlikely that a good deal of 
flax will be forwarded East hereafter in bulk by 
the water route.

_  Qpeciat Correspondence of The Tribune, 
Panis, July 31.—Parisians have astonished me 
over and over agaio by their profound and con- 
Mented ignorance of the sights te be seen in their 
“own incomparable city. You meet men of so- 
ciety here every day who have never been in- 
side the walls of Notre Dame. The operamost 
are familiar with; but the Pantheon, the Cata- 
sombs, the Cluny Museum, and other less brill- 
dant but no less interesting marvels of the Capi- 
tol are only names to thousands. Of the coun- 
try round Paris, outside a certain limited circle, 
they know nothing, for they are not great 
walkers, and a couple of miles’ journey on foot 
gvems very terrible to them. Not one in ascore 
Das ascended to the top of the Pantheon, or ex- 
plored the curious galleries of the grand old 
Gothic ‘cathedral. The Luxembourg they pass” 
Dy and point out to tourists as a place that 
every one sbould see—but they don’t see it 
themseives. A Parisian lady actually asked me 
quite recently 
WHAT THAT BUILDING WAS, 
as we approached the picturesque and historic 
“towers of the Conciergerie, forever associated in 
the minds of the world with Marie Antoinette 
and the Mevolution. It was auite re- 
freshing to me to find myself sit- 
ting vert to a man who did admire 
Notre Dame and k it, at a theatre the other 
evening. So many affect to, who never dream 
of staying for a moment to take in the stately 
proportions of the two gray towers, or to feast 
their eyes udon the imimitabie grace of those 
Aying buttresses. Parisians, to be sure, are not 
alone in these respects. Familiarity certainly 
seems to breed contempt, or at least indiffer- 
ence, for architectural greatness. . Londoners 
live and die under the shadow of Wegtminster 
Abbey without thinking of crossing the venera- 
Die and sacred threshold. So even in the mat- 
ter of natural beauties. The wonders of the 
mighty deep bave small’ iuterest to the settlers 
on the s¢a-coast. I know instances of Sussex 
rustics, born and bred within a mile of the 
Channel, whow pever saw a wave dash upon the 
beach before them; and, looking nearer, I have 
spoken to people in Fontainebleau, who have 
droned away seven or eight years of their— 
well, existence, without once penetrating the 
shady walks of the noble forest. 

Strangers, and especially foreigners, invaria- 
bly see more of places than the inhabitants. 
But there is so much to be admired 
in Paris! Old settler as 1 am, there 
mre scores of interesting things I 
have not explored The Sainte-Chapelle, 
ow. Every morning I am close to it; but 
yomehow I always defer the visit till the mor- 
‘ow. Something whispers to me that I shall 
nie without enjoying the beauties of the rare 
staiued-giass windows. 


Richly dight, 
Casting a dim, religions light. 

I was overcome with amazement, two or three 
days ago, at a spectacle presented to me within 
ten minutes’ walk of my own house. In a little 
open place (the Place Jussieu it is called) behind 
the Halle aux Vins and the Jardin des Piantes, 
I stumbled suddenly upon 

ARTIST ITALIAN PICTURE. 
Forty or fifty Itanad girls, clothed in the rich 
and picturesqne garb of the Roman contadina, 
were grouped together. Some sat, in parties of 
ten or a dozen, upon the benches of the place; 
others lined the edge of the curbstone, and 
more played Jistlessly in the scorching sunlight. 
There were women, girls, and children, of all 
ares,—most of them beautiful, in a wav, with 
piercing black eves and voluptuous figures. 
Knots of dirty-looking vagabonds, with coarse, 
shagey locks, and a general air of incurable lazi- 
ness, hung about elose by, talking and gestico- 
— wildly. These were the husbands, 
i thers, and fathers of the pretty contadina 
girls. They lounge awav the livelong day in the 


place, quarreling amongst thempelves, and bul- 


lying the women. At night most of them go 
out to sweep the streets of Paris. As for the 
women, they are, without an exception, artists’ 
models. All sleep together in a great white 
house hard by. The neighbors don’t greatly 
relish their presence amongst them, for peace 
and harmony reignin their midst but seldom. 
Every now and then the sounas of strife and 

uabbling come from the Italian colony: and, 
* they do come, it is pretty sure that knives 
are being used freely. It's their way.“ ob- 
served a workman to me, contemptuously, after 
he had volunteered the preceding information. 
{ should not have thought them so ferocious; 
but the testimony of my informant was irref- 
utable. 

THE JARDIN DES PLANTES, 


whither I was bound, 1s almost terra incognita_ 


to real Parisians; io other words, to perhaps 
three-quarters of a million people living within 
the girdie of the fortifications. It is worth vis- 
iting. too, if onlv to enjov the pleasure of the 
children and country folk who throng it. The 
zoological collection is far inferior to that of the 
magnificent garders in London, but is 
fairly representative of the animal creation. 
There »re several fine specimens in the cages 
reserved for the wilder beasts, including two or 
three handsome jaguars, hyenas. lionesses, and 
wolves. 1 saw some bisons (there are none 
in Regent’s Park I believe), some ferocious- 
looking grizzlies, and quite half-a-dozen healthy 
young alligators. But the great favorites are 
the brown bears and the monkeys. Of course 
there are poles, of the approved notchy type, in 
the bear-pits. The children seem never to 
weary of feeding the shagzy brutes. I hope they 
have good digestions, for they peed them after 
ew ing the nuts, balis of paper, cakes, bis- 
cuits, marbles, and loaves of bread thrown 
down their throats in the course of the day. 
re are no elephants in the Jardin des 
Plantes. If you Want elephants, you must go 
to the opposite end of Paris,—to the Jardin de 
Boulogne. There they also show you a splendid 
collection of dogs, and, above all, of birds. 
ms are quite “d’actualite,” as they 
av bere. The Jardin des Tuileries has been a 
great deal talked of in connection with the pro- 
posed destruction of the ruins of the palace, and 
also in connection with a barbarous scheme for 
running a line pf 
UNCOUTH AND BLATANT TRAMS 
across it. I don’t know what your Chicago 
tram-cars are like, but here they are a diabolical 
incumbrance and nuisance. They hold about 
fifty,—from which vou can judge their size,— 
and when about fiveof them meet (as often 
happens) they make the most horrible and heart- 
blot upon the surrounding Jandscape. 
or is that the worst of it by anv means. We 
can endure the torture of those bright yellows 
and staring but we cannot witb- 
out a shriek of execration listen to 
the odious horn-biowme of the tram- 
drivers. ‘They have only asingle note in their 
“wretched born, but they blow it with exasperat- 
Sug frequency. It sounds like the“ baa-baaing ”’ 
of a German tov-sheep, intensified, and is pro- 
duced, I understand, by tbe pressure of the 
driver’s foot on a bellows-apparatus,—which 
completes the resemblance to the German toy- 
shop animal.

The Late Rev. Robert Boyd, D. D. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Wavuxrsna, Wis., Aug. 18.—I have been not 
a little perplexed by the discrepancies in the 
various notices in the Chicago papers relative to 
the late Robert Boyd, D. D., of Waukesha. If, 
as is said, an autobiography of the deceased is 
in the bands of his family, these ought not to 
have been allowed to pass witbout correction. 

{ shall notice a few. of them. Dr. Boyd was 
born near Stirling, Scotland.“ —TRRmUNE notice. 
„Dr. Bord was born in Paisley, Scotland.’’— 
Standard. Since writing the above, a friend has 
called my attention to a correction in last week’s 
Standard, in which Girvan is given as his birth- 
place. The latter, I presume, is the correct one. 

Then, again, it is said that Ur. Bord was a 
student under Dr. Chalmers, in Glasgow. Now, 
during Robert Boyfi’s residence in Glasgow, Dr. 
Chalmers had no class of students, nor did he 
discharge anv professional duties except in St. 
Andrew's and Edinbarg. 

In one of the notices (in Tos Trisvuns, I 
think) 1845 was given as the date of his arrival 
in Canada; elsewhere I have seen it dated (cor- 
rectly, I judge) as 1843. He is said to have en- 
tered upon his pastorate in Chicago in 1855. 
Now, the date of the organization of the Michi- 


gan Avenue Church, which is the lineal suc- 
cessor of the Edina Piace Church, of which he 
was the first pastor, is 1856; and. if I remember 
rightly, the church was organized before he was 
called to the pastorate. When did he com- 
mence his Chicago pastorate? 

One discrepancy more, and [ have dove. In 
the Standard of the 14th inst. it is said that 
Robert Boyd, as a Presbvterian, preached in 
Scotland before his adoption of Baptist 
views. This is certainly news to the 
writer. The pastor of the church at Wau- 
kesha, a Scotchman, like Mr. B. himself, must 
be aware that forty or forty-five vears ago, in 
Scotland, lay preaching, as it is now called, was 
absolutely unknown among Presbyterians. If I 
am not very much mistaken, he commenced 
preaching outside of the Presbyterian Church, 
but whether be was identified at that time with 
anv denomination Iam not prepared to say. I 
think, however, it will be found to be true that 
he was never ordained—that is, regularle set 
apart by the imposition of the hands of the 
Presbytery—until after his arrival in Canada. 

Many of the old friends of Dr. Bovd in the 
Baptist denomination and elsewhere, both in 
this country and iu Scotland, would be gratified 
by a somewhat fuller account of his career with- 
out waiting for the autobiography. Dr. Thomp- 
son, of Pittsburg, or Dr. B.’s successor in Wau- 
kesha, would confer a favor on such and honor 
his memorv by the preparation and publication 
of such a sketch.

HOW A WIDOW LOSES $20,000. 
Philadeiphia Times. 

President Judge Hanna yesterday filed an ad- 
judication which takes away from a lady the 
sum of $20,000 because she has entered the 
bonds of wedlock against the prohibition ofa 
husband now deceased. ‘“‘Man has dominion 
over his property even after his death,“ says 
Blackstofle, and the bony skeleton of Phineas 
Hough, Jr., yet maintains possession over the 
fg@tune above ground sufficient to prevent it 
falling to the use of another who stepped into 
his earthly shoes. When Hough died he left 
behind him a wife, Elizabeth. He also lefta 
will, in which he provided for her as follows: 
„My house and lot, No. 521 North Seventh 
street, with the appurtenances, unto my wife, 
Elizabeth Lynn Hough, her heirs and assigns, 
together with the household goods, and furni- 
ture, and kitchen utensils therein; also, the 
interest of the sum of $20,000 of my es- 
tate, to be paid to her semi-annually 
for and during the term of all her natural life, 
if she shall so long remain my widow; in case 
of her marriage, the interest of the said sum 
shall cease. After her decease or marriage, as 
the case may be, I give and bequeath the said sum 
00 $20,000, together with all the rest, residue—, 
and remainder of my estate, to my father, 
Phineas Hough.“ Notwithstanding the prohi- 
bition in the will and the penaltv attached 
thereto, Mrs. Hough, on Dec. 16, 1878, married 
Alexander M. Bonbright. When the trustees 
of the estate, George Y. Shoemaker, and George 
R. Lynn, came to file their account, the heirs of 
the father, who had since died, represented by 
Furman Sheppard, came iato court and asked 
that the estate be awarded to them, as the wid- 
ow by her remarriage had forfeited it under 
the terms of the will. Isaac 0. Yoeum ap- 
peared for the widow, and Charles Henry Hart 
for the trustees. The controversy before the 
Court is thus put by Judge Hanna: It is 
claimed by the widow of téstator that the con- 
dition avnexed to the gift to her, 
being in restraint of marriage, is void, 
and she is consequentiy entitled to 
the income of the fund during lite, 
notwithstanding her remarriage. On the con- 
trary, it is contended by the executor of the will 
of the father of testator that the condition is 
valid, and, the widow haying forfeited by her re- 
marriage all claim to the income of the legacy 
bequeathed, the fund should now be awarded to 
bim. Able and learned arguments were made, 
and numerous authorities, both English and 
American, furnished and quoted by the counsel 
for the opposing claimants; but without at- 
tempting equal industry and research the audit- 
ing Judge is clearly of the opinion that the con- 
dition annexed to the gift of the widow of tes- 
tator is such a condition in restraint of mar- 
riage as would be held to be in terrorem, and, 
therefore, void as against public policy were it 
not for the limitation over to the father of tes- 
tator upon the remarriage of the widow. But 
the limitation over upon the breach of the con- 
dition being valid it follows that the condition 
itself is also good, and must be sustained in 


order to carry into effect the intention of tes-and 111

The beautiful statue of the Prince of Wales, 
presented to the citizens of Bombay by Sir Al- 
bert Sassoon, was on the 26th of June unveiled 
by his Excellency Sir Richard Temple, in pres- 
ence of arreat concourse of Europeans and na- 
tives, drawn together in spite of heavy rain to 
do honor to the occasion.
